British, Forces Could Worry | 
Invading Army in the Desert 


N this route the invaders would unques- 
O | tionably be harried by the British troops. 
The wells would be rendered unfit for 
“use, and it would be necessary to carry the water 
needed with the army. On the other hand, there 
is no real obstacle to the construction of a light 
railroad behind the ‘army as it advances. Thus 
the German’ leaders might take a leaf out of the 
book of Kitchener's campaign in the Soudan in 
Khartoum.

By contrast {f must be remembered that the 
British are able, {{f they choose, with far greater 
ease and resources at thelr command, to extend 
the railroad that now reaches the canal at Is- 
mailia, coming east from Cairo, eastward across 
the desert, to any point they may select as a place 
for making their defense of the canal. What they 
have recently done to prepare against the attack 
we know little about, but it is a fact that the 
British have faced one such attack, and for more 
than « year have known that a second and more 
serious thrust was likely to come.

On their arrival they found that the 
first 30 miles of the ditch had been covered by 
great inundation; British engineers had coaxed 
the water back from the Mediterranean into the 
ancient lake of Tineh, and as far south as El 
Kantara, a wall of water shut off the invaders 
from the canal.

But at El ‘Kantara, which in Arabic means 
“Bridge,” the ancient caravan route from Syria 
to Egypt passed between the old lake of Tineh 
and another lake, that of Balai, through the bed 
of which the canal had been laid. A gap of two 
or three miles here, protected only by the nar- 
row ditch of the canal itself, led into Egypt. Ap- 
‘parently, however, the gap was too strongly forti- 
fied, for no serious attack was made here.

men. So far as I can learn, not more than twenty 
British soldiers have been killed and wounded 
by all the Zeppelin raids over England. Thgse 
were hit in the course of the bombardment of: 
civilian populations. They were notin action. 
Their total is about one to fifty of the Zeppelin 
crews which have been killed as the result of the 
Zeppelin adventures of this war. 

If the United States can get any sporting rich 
man to build Zeppelins for commercial purposes, 
which will charge $50 each for joy riders from 
New York to Washingtou and these can be a 
part of the reserve aerial forces of the United 
States, why, it might be worth while to subsidize 
a few. Otherwise their building is a matter for 
experimental development. There is no telling 
what part they may play in time, but now they 
are not for the use of the American army and 
navy, which have no intention of bombarding 
civilian populations. 

London could be easily defended from them if 
ii were worth while. It is only a matte- of build- 
ing guns of sufficient caliber to carry to a suffi- 
cient altitude.

The planes vary in size from the 
fast, light scout with a single observer, which

Anti-Aircraft Guns Keep

The want of anti-aircraft guns early in the war 
was a great handicap to the British, for. the Ger- 
mans were enabled to fly low, spot the location of 
the guns and infantry, and wireless them to the 
Germans gunners, who immediately opened fire. 
You recall the French offensive in Alsace early in 
the. war which ran into overwhelming German 
forces and was taken by sufirisé—because of 
faulty aerial service. Yet the French had plenty 
of first-class planes. Even-with plenty, the planes 
often fail. As we have no planes of account, what 
chance would we have of detecting the enemy's 
movements? Their anti-aircraft guns would not 
bother. us, as we would give them no targets. 

Every time one visits an aviation camp at the 
front he sees some new style and bigger type of 
bomb. The carrying power of the heavy planes, 
with their double engines and enormous horse 
power has surpassed all practical expectations, 
if not those of the fiction writers. A 150-pound 
bomb, dropped from a plane, is more than equiva- 
lent to a six-inch shell, because its case is thin- 
ner and, therefore, it can carry more explosive. 
While the gun may carry only ten or fifteen 
thousand yards, the plane can go fifty or sixty 
reiles beyond the enemy’s lines, if it pleases. A - 
squadron of a dozen planes going out on a raid 
means that all your eggs are not In one basket, 
as in the case of a Zeppelin. Their fire ts quite 
as accurate. They are in every way more de- 
pendable. The war has been entirely to the © 
heavier than air machine. It requires amall per- 
sonnel. It is machinery taking the place of 
man. We are a nation of machinists who dislike — 
the idea of maintaining large armies. Yet we re-- 
fuse even to develop the machinery of war. 
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Aviators Easily Trained, but 
Machines Are Hard to Get 


HILE the army plane is like the gull, the 
seaplane, or hydroplane, is like a duck. 
It must be heavier, with floats enabling 

it to light on the water. Seaplane development 
has been quite as rapid as that of the army 
plane. There seems no limit to’ the possibilities 
of its size and its carrying power. It can see 
the wake of the submarine, which is invisible 
to the cruising destroyers, bringing word of the 
shbmarine’s location to the destroyers or other 
pursuers. Going far to sea to locate an eneniy, 
it travels at twice the speed of the fastest de 
stroyers and sends its news home by wireless to 
the Commander in Chief. -You must have sea- 
planes to check the enemy's seaplanes if for no 
other reason. 

There is no reason why we should build thon- 
sands of planes, trying to imitate the European 
armies in numbers; but our platies must be of the 
most advanced types, with the best possible en- 
gines. It has been found in Europe that the ma- 
chinery is more difficult to acquire than the 
skilled aviator. The man i# already built, but it 
takes time to build an engine and-@ plane. It 
takes longer to make an absolutely good mxechanic 
for aeroplane work than it does a good aviator.

We find from the New York Sun's symposium 
“Ton the significance of the Gary dinner to Theo- 
the table was Americanism, Wall Street now 
feeling extremely patriotic. 

Theodore Roosevelt is an American; there is 
no doubt about that. But the special phase of 
Americanism which he represents and which ap- 
peals so strongly to the magnates of Big Busi- 
pess is the Roosevelt scheme of preparedness. 
They want the Big Navy, the Big Army, and the 
Big Orders for war supplies which will keep the 
steel and munition factories busy for a long time 
to come. 

Even more significant than Wall Street’s love 
of Roosevelt Americanism is the admitted desire 
of the Big Business men for the Roosevelt scheme 
of business regulation. We learn from the Sun’s 
symposium that they “are all of a mind to be- 
lieve that the regulation of business is to be pre- 
ferred to the destruction of business.” Wall 
Street has become “Progressive” in this respect. 

Remembering the Roosevelt scheme of regula- 
tion, we are not surprised that Big Business is 
rallying to his banner. There was occasion for 
surprise that it did not rally in stronger force 
when he first announced his policy. 

The Roosevelt idea, in effect, is to have the 
Government go into partnership with Big Busi- 
ness. The Government is not to prosecute Big 
Business for violation of law, but is to tell cor- 
porations what they shall do and what they. shall 
not do.- Big Business is to be permitted to enjoy 
monopoly and the Government is to decide what 
is a good monopoly and what is a bad monopoly. 
It is to decide just what the corporations shall 
do, what profits they shall make; and since it 
regulates their conduct and guarantees their 
legality, presumably it will fix their profits; pre- 
sumably, in time, it will fix the prices of com- 
modities and the wages of employes. That is 
the logic of it. 

As the Post-Dispatch has pointed out hereto- 

fore, this is plutocratic socialism. When the 
Government permits monopoly and regulates it, 
it practically guarantees the profits. Under such 
an arrangement, who would control the Govern- 
ment? Who-would control the commission to 
legalize monopoly and authorize its profits? Need 
the question be asked? Without a doubt the 
power of Big Business under such an arrange- 
ment would be supreme. We would have some- 
thing worse than the “system” 
overthrown when the Republican party was de- 
feated. 
There has been no destruction of business of 
any kind under Wilson. But we can well un- 
derstand why the magnates of Big Business, 
fearing the law, would much prefer to have their 
conduct, whatever it may be, formally legalized 
by the authorities at Washington.

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OUR NATIONAL PLAYGROUNDS. 

Control of the national parks is now distributed 
among three different Cabinet departments at 
Washington. The result is inconsistent policies, 
delay in making needed changes and an ad- 
ministration that often is faulty in other re- 
spects. A bill consolidating under one depart- 
ment all offices having jurisdiction over these 
areas will have strong backing in the present 
Congress. 7

ing the past summer should be a committee of 
one to urge its passage. 


TEN YEARS OF TUBERCULOSIS EFFORT. 


Results of anti-tuberculosis effort cannot be 
summarized accurately in terms of valuable lives 
prolonged, families preserved, children  safe- 
guarded by their natural guardians, service ren- 
dered to society by those who otherwise would 
have been numbered among the vittims. 

But they can be summarized in terms almost 
as satisfactory that show increasing effectiveness 
in the work, its enlarging subdivisions to meet 
exacting needs, the evolution of the specialized 
brandh of science whose purpose is to combat the 
scourge. Significant figures on the progress of 
a decade are these: 

Amount spent in the work in 1905 $5,000,- 
000. Amount spent in 1915 $22,500,000. 

Support of open-air schools cost $350,000 
in 1915, no similar expenditure in 1905 being 
recorded. ae 

Anti-tuberculosis associations in 1915 num- 
bered 1400, which spent nearly $1,225,000 in 
the tmportant work of organization and edu- 
cation. Probably less than $100,000 was 
similarly spent in 1905. . 

For tubercular insane persons and prisoners 
$750,000 was spent in 1915. 

Sanatoria and hospitals: for the tubercular 
numbered nearly G00 in 1915 and were main- 
tained at a cost of more than $12,000,000. 

Tuberculosis is a social disease, and effort to re- 
strict it is a form of social justice work. Recogni- 
tion is due it as one form of that vital work in 
which America is rapidly gaining the intelligence 
and efficiency claimed for other specialized forms 
under the Germanic system. 

As a subdivision of social justice effort the cost 
is properly being placed more and more on public 
funds. Of the $5,000,000 expended in 1905 it is 
estimated that less than 25 per cent was from pub- 
lic treasuries. In 1915 nearly 65 per cent, or $14,- 
600,000 of the total of $22,500,000 was from this 
source. 

The great burden oe more equitably distributed 
when it is made a part of the duty of organized 
government and the work is given more system- 
atic attention and greater permanence.

THE BEST HAM. 

EGG.—W. H. Thomsen, the Boone 
County farmer who won the ham 
prize at a State-wide meat curing 
contest, sent the “best ham in Mis- 
souri” to the executive mansion to 
await the pleasure of Gov. Major's 
family. Following this disposal of the 
“best ham,’ minus the two slices 
taken by the judges to aii them in 
their decision, Thomson hag toid the 
story of this: ham, to help other per- 
sons make “best hams.” The prize 
ham was cut from a Duroc Jerse 
barrow between 8 and 8 months ol 
It was butchered in December, 1912. 
The first step in curing was to iet 
all of the animal heat “cool off" be- 
fore it was trimmed. Then it Was 
buried deed in a box of sait. Thomson 
kept a sharp eye on the weather, for 
how long the meat was to remain in 
the salt. If it is wet and chilly the 
ham will “take” the salt in two or 
three weeks. If it is cold and dry, 
it will require six weeks or two 
months.

NEITHER PIKER NOT QUITTER. 

Washington Herald: Give Henry Ford the 
credit that is his due. He knows enough from 
too much. He has fled from the ark he chartered 
and the specimens he took on board at New York 
and is on his way back to the good old United 
States. He is neither piker nor quitter, because 
he left a check for $270,000 with someone at 
Copenhagen to finance the expedition the rest 
of the way, and Henry Ford is sick, so sick he had 
to have a doctor for the first time in his life. He 
ought to be given a rousing welcome when he 
lands, for after all he was one of the few on the 
Oscar II whom we cannot spare, and he left prob- 
ably because he found himself the only pacifist in 
the party and realized that he was in wrong. The 
expedition never had a chance to accomplish any- 
thing, and when it sailed Mr. Ford and Mr. Bryan 
were apparently the only persons in the world who 
didn’t know it. Even Mr. Ford is wise now. It 
cannot be said, however, that the voyage was 
wholly without achievement. Think of those on 
board and how long it will take them to get back 
if the $270,000 is nandled with discretion. Much 
depends on the custodian of that check. We hope 
he will make it go a long way.

anything in the honor of nations, the Ford peaee 
mission was foredoomed to fail, because it could 
not command the attention of a single one of the 
engaged nations. 


NO INTERNATIONAL MIRACLES! 
Chicago Herald: The collapse of the ambi- 
tious program of Mr. Ford’s expedition is only 
another illustration of the fact that it is useless to 
expect miracles in international affairs. Means 
must be adopted with regard to the ends and must 
he adequate. The great forces which move on- 
ward in their majesty and might and exercise 
their control in the domain of the world-society 


as well as the nation-society must be given their 
due importance in the equation. Nothing comes 
by chance—nothing comes by wishing—nothing 
comes by having and proclaiming the best and 
purest of intentions. 


These are, of course, platitudes in the world tu- 
day. But in spite of their evident truth, as dem- 
onstrated by the world’s experience, there is still 
a faint belief in the world’s mind and heart that 
just such miracles as the production of an im- 
mense result *by an almost negligible cause or 
force in the international domain mighi, after 
all, accidentally happen. Tucked away in some 
obscure corner of the world’s psychology is the 
child’s faith in good fairies—the cheerful belief 
in the possibility of the impossible—the uncon- 
fessed readiness to give anybody who proclaims 
his hope to be able to perform miracles, for a iit- 
tle while at least, the benefit of the doubt. 

This is very probably the secret of the sym)a- 
thetic attitude which thousands of people. here 
and abroad, adopted toward the Ford peace ex- 
pedition. Nobody actually believed that anything 
was going to happen. : 


A LESSON TO AMERICANS. 

Chicago Journal: Having fun with the peace 
trip now is too much like jesting at the dead. The 
Journal prefers to point the benefit which the 
country may reap from that gorgeous fiasco. It 
should end our national delusion that untrained, 
unprepared Americans, merely by the force of 
good intentions, native: ingenuity and large sums 
of money, are able to shape the universe to their 
will, and keep themselves and their country from 
disaster. 

Ford .had good intentions; there is no doubt 
on that score. He had money, and he spent it “as 
if dollars were withered leaves, and he the owner 
of a boundless forest.”” He had—and has—a world 
of native wit. But he had no understanding of 
the other man’s mind, no conception of world 
forces, no enlightening knowledge of history or 
saving sense of humor, and he is coming home a 
weary and disillusioned man. 

In most things save worship of business and 
leck of humor, we are a nation of Fords. We 
have wealth, we have talent, we have good in- 
tentions. But we have not that humility which 
makes for study and sacrifice, or that grasp of 
underlying facts and forces which enables a peo- 
ple to know and in some sense determine its fate. 
May heaven permit us to learn these things be- 
for the whole nation adventures on a voyage like 
that of Henry Ford.

SENTIMENT FOR CHANGES 
Plan Is to Submit Amendments 


to Charter or Initiate Ordi- 
nances at City Election. 


Final count of the referendum vote 
of Civic League members on the re- 
vision of St. Louis election laws last 
week showed: 

' 1, For nomination direct by petition 

of voters, 255, with 2 opposed. 

2. For ballot without party names, 
20; with 22 opposed. 

8. For preferential voting for 
Mayor, Comptroller and president 
of the Board of Aldermen, 272; with 
12 opposed. 

4. Electing the members of the. 
Board of Aldermen by proportional 
representation, 243: with op- 
posed. 

It is the policy of the Executive Board 
to refer by referendum to league mem- 
bers all matters on which there is a 
difference of opinion. Members are 
given 15 days in which to register their 
votes. Upon the expiration of this time, 
the vote cast determines the league's 
stand on the issue in question. 


The referendum was taken at the in- 
stigation of the league’s Short-Baliot 
Committee, which has been working on 
the proposition for some time. An en- 
abling act was passed by the last Legis- 
lature, through the efforts of the Short- 
Ballot Committee, giving St. Louis the 
right to adopt a new method of nom- 
inating and electing municipal officers. 

Right to Abolish Primaries. 

The passage of the new charter gave 
the city the right to abolish party pri- 
maries and substitute in their place 
nomination by petition, election on a 
nonpartisan ballot and even the newer 
devices of popular government, known 
as preferential voting and proportional 
representation. | 

The committee, which is representa- 
tive of various poitical points of view, 
has virtually agreed upon the abolition 
of party primaries and the substitu- 
tion of nominations by petition, upon 
election on a nonpartisan ballot and 
upon preferential voting for the Mayor, 
Comptroller and President of the Board 
of Aldermen. 

Under this plan each voter would 
mark on his ballot his first, secon, 
third or other choices. It would re- 
quire a majority of all the votes cast 
to elect and, if that majority were 
not secured on the first choice, it 
would be secured by adding together 
the first and second choices or, if 
necessary, the third or other choices. 
This plan, which insures a majority 
“behind any man elected, is in suc- 
cessful operation in Cleveland, Spo- 
kane, Grand Junction, Colo., Toledo, 
Dayton and other cities. 

Proportional Represéntation. 

The object of proportional repre- 


is to make the legislative body as 
thoroughly representative of the 
whole community as posible. The 
committee fs not fully decided upon 
the best form of proportional repre- 
sentation. 

The plan as outlined by the short 
ballot committee is to submit amend- 
ments to the charter, or initiate 
ordinances at the next municipal 
election, which probably will be a 
special election in advance of the 
regular election for Mayor im 1917. 
The new principles would be in ef- 
fect then for the mayoralty election.

the soldiery, Belgrade would make the 
impression of a deserted city. An Asso. 
ciated Press correspondent, the fire 
American permitted to visit the city 
after its capture, was surprised to learn 
that nearly or quite one-fifth of the 
inhabitants are still here. Belgrade had 
nearly 100,000 inhabitants before the war, 
and there are now 20,000 left. As a re- 
Sult, the better sections of the city are 
nearly deserted in the full meaning of 
the word, and the observer may wander 
through the streets for hours without 
seeing a score of civilians. 

In comparison with many cities in 
East Prussia, Poland and Belgium, Bel- 
grade did not suffer greatly from the 
two bombardments which it underwent. 
Little damage was done in the main 
business section. Here and there a 
shell damaged a building more or less— 
none Was totally destroyed—and a few 
houses bear the marks of exploding 
shrapnel Shells. Considerable damage 
was done to factory buildings along the 
bank of the Save.

below the citadel. The Austro-Hungari- 
an artillery at first dropped a great 
number of 35.0-centimeter shells into this 
section to make it impossible for the de- 
fenders to hold their ground. On the 
second day a report came that a Serviau 
division from Obrenovac, about % miles 
West of Belgrade, was marching to the 
support of the troops in the city. There- 
upon the Austro-Hungarian batteries 
laid their fire further back to curtain 
off the approaching reinforcements. 

The destruction thus wrought was 
most thorough. In the whole section un- 
der fire there is hardly a single build- 
ing which was not hit fairly at least 
once and most of the very few thus un- 
damaged were crushed by the terrible 
air wave resulting from'the explosion 
of the shell from the “thirty-point-five.” 
One of these great projectiles penetrated 
four floors and the roof of a building 
before exploding.. At some points a 
stench betrays bodies still under the 
ruins. 

Most of the damage done in the prin- 
cipal part of the city dates from a year 
gr more ago, and is mainly the result of 
shots fired in answer to occasional shots 
from the Servian batteries. The damage 
to the old and new Konaks, the King’s 
palaces, dates from then. No shots fell 
in this district during the last bombard 
ment. One large shell has fallen into 
the ballroom of the old Konak, but the 
destruction is not so great as one would 
expect. A small shell has made a hole 
into the new Konak, and shrapnel has 
marked it someavhat. 

Car Lines in Operation 

Two trelley lines are in operation in 
the city, directed and manned by the 
military. The two drug stores still open 
are under military direction, with so!- 
dier-apothecaries in charge. Two or 
three moving picture shows are also be- 
ing rum by the military authorities. The 
proceeds of the drug stores are divided 
into equal parts, one of which is kent 
for the owner, in the event that he ever 
returns to claim it, and the other half 
is devoted to taking care of the poor ot 
the city. # 

About 7000 Servians receive a daily 
ration from the military authorities. An- 
otlier 4000 are employed on various pu>- 
lic works, such as paving, street clean- 
ing, ete. It is deciared that the city is 
cleaner than it has ever been before.

sum and Serapeum, both west of the 
canal. 


For the attack the Turks had brought 
with them a large number of small 
boats, constructed by German mechan- 
Under cover of their artil- 
lery, and taking advantage of a fog, 
the Turks m@de a general attack and 
succeeded in launching a number of 
boats, but these were promptly over- 
whelmed by British artillery fire and 
none of them ever reached the western 
bank of the canal. 


Meantime the Turks were heavily 
bombarded by a number of British and 
French warships which had been sta- 
tioned at intervals along the canal. Fo: 
their part the Turks succeeded in dis- 
abling temporarily one of the ships, 
but their defeat was complete. The 
next day the British buried some 800 
bodies at one point and the total loss 
of the expedition was estimated at 
above 10,000. 

One more attack the Turks did make. 
This was little more than a demon- 
stration against the final stretch of 


the canal, between the Bitter Lakes and 


the Gulf of Suez; but this was easilly 
beaten off. After a very brief delay the 
whole expedition took to its heels and 
flied back across the desert. 

So. much for the first failure. Ex- 
amining the map, it ts plain that the 
new attack, if it comes, will be di- 
rected either against the Tusum-Sara- 
peum front or else to the north between 
the Balai and Timseh lakes, because a 
successful attack at either point would 
cut the railroad and isolate the balance 
of the force defending, the front. 

In their first attack the Turks dis- 
closed few heavy guns and were ac- 
tually defeated by the heavy artillery 
of their foes. It may be expected in 
any new attempt they pill be pro- 
vided with very heavy German artil-

From 
Egypt Britain draws nothing that is 
vital to her life at home; the colony is 


purely one of exptottation. Perhaps the] | 


chief advantage for Germany might be

By taking Egypt Germany will deal a 
heavy blow to British prestige in the 
East. She will threaten all North Af- 
rica, and it will be in her power to de- 
stroy the, great public works that the 
constructed im Egypt.

desperate venture, dictated by a de- 
sire on the part of the Germans to 
obtain possession of something that 
will enable them to talk peace, not 
war, with the British. They have 
French, Belgian, Servian,. Russian 
territory; they have a basis of nego- 
tiations with the Italians, but Brit- 
ain has entirely escaped therm and 
only through Egypt is there a way 
of approach left open. 


British Have Advantage. 


But what reason is there for Ger- 
man success here? The British have 
at their backs a line of railroad par- 
alleling the canal and a line going to 
Cairo. They have a base at Alexan- 
dria, at Suez, at Port Said: They 
command the Mediterranean and they 
can bring any number of troops, of 
munitions, of supplies to Egypt, both 
from Europe and from Asia, South 
Africa and Australia.

It is difficult to see how anything 
but supreme carelessness would give 
the Turks the smallest chance, 


British at Gallipoli. Their advance 
was covered by the fleet; their muni- 
tions must come from Germany and 
their water must be shipped across 
the desert. They will deal with Brit- 
ish officers used to desert fighting. 

It is idle to forecast the outcome of 
the Egyptian campaign, yet it is clear 
that without difficulty Great Britain 
can put a quarter of a million troops 
along the canal, she can Call back her 
troops at Gallipoli and Solica, if neces- 
sary, and she has a sure source of aid 
in her fleet and the ships of her F'rench 
and Italian allies. 


Turkey’s Ambition. 


Turkey, eager to recover the lost 
Egyptian and Tripolitan provinces, to 
reconquer Africa, will unquestionably 
make the campaign gladly; but it is well 
to remember that practically the whole 
campaign will have to be made by the 
Turks. ‘Artillery and officers may be 
German, engineers and railroad man- 
agers may be Teutonic, but the majority 
of the officers and enlisted men will be 
Turkish, and the supply of Turks, like 
that of Teutons, is not inexhaustible and 
heavy Grafts have been made upon the 
resources by the present and previous 
wars. 

Since there Is no other way Germany 
can attack Great Britain, and she is be- 
ginning to realize that Britain is the 
dangerous foe, the Suez attack will 
probably be made, but it is hardly like- 
ly to be made in haste. It is, I believe, 
more of a threat than a serious purpose, 
The Germans hope that the menace will 
bring the British te listen to terms of 
peace that do not carry any immediate 
loss to Great Britain. If the attempt 
is made and fails, Germany loses her 
last lever upon "British opinion; so far 
as Britain ts concerned, she will have 
shot her last bolt. 

like the Balkan adventure, I believe 
the Egyptian conception is, from the 
German point of view,’ political rather 
than military. Perhaps there are Ger- 
mans who believe that the capture of 
Egypt would bring Britain to heel, but 
they are not the men in charge of Ger- 
man military affairs. Yet the effect 
upon the world of the "menace already 
has been considerable. It opens new 
horizons to the German public, whose 
hatred of the British has grown fn re- 
cent months as the immunity of Britain 
wih injury has been more and more 

fated. 

"Bat Egypt, ifke the Balkans, is essen- 
tially a sideshow. The war mist be 
won in Flanders and Poland. Napoleon 
discovered his mistake tn Egypt and 
returned to France. He was carried 
away by a dream as romantic as the 
present Teutonic conception, but he gave 
it up soon. 

Meantime it is well to think of the at- 
tack as directed against a position with 
a front of not more than a hundred 
miles, not half of which {fs accessible, 
owing to the lakes; it is well to remem- 
ber that the defenders have behind them 
a railroad and a canal of fresh water: 
that théy have nearby bases upon the 
sea, from which they can draw every 
sort of supply and unlimited reinforce-

Public opinion, in its military ideag, 
has followed the sensational incidents 
of the war. One day one branch has 
seemed triumphant, the next another. 
When the Queen Elizabeth fired . ‘her| 
2000-pound shells over the hills of Gal- 
lipoli past the weak little Turkish bat- 
teries, everybody said that the United 
States must immediately construct guns 
of still more powerful range for de- 
fense. But the Elizabeth could not fire 
army corps ashore at the same time and 
hold what she had taken. She belonged 
with the grand fleet and not running 
around by herself firing shells into the 
landscape of Asia Minor and running the 
risk of being hit by the submarines. 
Again, when a submarine got the Abou- 
kir, the Crecy and the Hogue in the 
North Sea, everybody said it was time 
to build submarines. All wars would be 
settled by submarines in the future. 
Battleships were obsolete. Meanwhile 
the real experts had not changed their 
minds. After the Aboukir lesson ths 
British took care that their cruisers 
were not exposed as such an easy target 
to the submarine again. 

Submarine Exceeds Expectations. 

The submarine, like the aeroplane, 
has done more than was expected of it. 
It is the assassin, the guerilla of the 
seas. But in its present development it 
cannot protect the passage of a single 
one of the merchant steamers that flies 
its own flag, or of a single cruiser or 
battleship if outgunned by the enemy’s. 
It cannot even drive the .other fellow’s 
merchant ships off the seas as long as 
he has a superior navy. For goods and 
men don’t go under the sea when they 
travel, but on the surface. “As long as 
they do, the important thing to com-, 
mand is the surface of the sea and not 
the region of the starfishes. 


The British have double the number 
of submarines of the Germans. They 
have navigated them to the Baltic and 
to the Sea of Marmora. In the Baltic 
they have made it uncomfortable for 
German shipping; and on the Marmora 
they have got some Turkish transports. 
But, in general, they have lacked tar- 
gets. There have been no German ships 
out anywhere except in the Baltic. An 
enemy's submarines would not bother 
our merchant marine much because we 
practically have none. Submarines are 
not of the slightest use against a fleet 
inside a harbor. Both the British and 
German fleets are safe in their anchor- 
hases from the submarine’s attack, 
thanks to their precautions. A . sub- 
marine poking its nose round the nets 
at the harbor’s mouth will be unlucky 
if it finds an opening in the first net. 
Then it will be caught between the first 
and the second, and will have to come 
up and surrender or stay down and 
drown.

But that army can- 
not land until our navy has been bot- 
ted up, until it is able to guard its 
transports against our submarines and 
bombardments by bombs from our sea- 
planes. 

The British have wept the channel 
free for their transports by making a 
barrier from France to England in the 
shallow water of the channel which no 
submarine could pass. But such a bar- 
rier is difficult in an open roadstead. 
Whenever there is one submarine at 
large, all transports and merchant ship- 
ping are imperiled, unless fully pro- 
tected by destroyers and seaplanes— 
which we lack. The effective use of th- 
German submarines at Gallipoli has 
proven this. But you must have sub- 
|] marines which can go to sea; they must 
have long cruising ranges. We have 
one of this kind building. Others were 
authorized a year ago, but the. bids 
for them have not yet been opened-- 
and ig all business and private affairs 
we are noted for our speed and enter- 
prise. The other submarines we have, 
if they go to sea too. often, have to be 
brought ‘back in tow. They would be 
useful for local harbors, but not for 
patrolling the Caribbean or the Atlan- 
tic sea lanes. The Germans’ subma- 


rines are an offensive force. They keep/ 


to the sea for three weeks, which ac- 
counts for their success. They carry 
small guns, which are effective enough 
to hold up any merchant steamer or 
any unarmed transport. 

As an enemy on the Atlantic is bound 
to. strike for the Panama Canal and 
our control of the Caribbean, we must 
have thoroughly prepared submarine 
and seaplane bases at Guantanamy, 
Panama and Colon, ’ and also at Ha- 
waii and in the Philippines, if we are 
to defend our Pacific possessions. The 
mere fact of their existence will be 
proveutive, for the enemy will know the 
danger that awaits him if. he attempts 
aggression. Nations do not undertake 
war these days without counting their 
chances of success. 

As submarine crews cannot be trained 
in a day to the mechanical work of the 
complicated box of machinery under wa- 
ter, we must have adequate personnel. 
No seaman’s work is so trying as that 
of the submarine’s crew. It represents 
an undescribable hardship in confine- 
ment. The Germans who herve gone out 
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from Zeebrugge and Kiel to spend three 
weeks in the steel envelopes did not 
know what minute the sides would cave 
in from the enemy’s blow and they 
would all go to the bottom, their fragile 
house their graves. Submarine cruising 
requires nerves and loyalty and endur- 
ance required by no other branch of the 
military service. Submarine crews can- 
not be hastily prepared as aviators may. 
They must be. ready when war comes. 
So must our seaplanes and plants for 
building and repairing, if we are to have 
an adequate, well-rounded navy. 
Whether the future war is in the air 
and under the water is something which 
only time will decide. 
the United States must keep up-to-date. 
It must not be taken by surprise by an 
enemy who has the latest type of weap- 
ons while our own are. archaic.

ALLIES HAVE 10,000 MILES OF 
TRENCHES ON WESTERN FRONT 


20 Miles of Trenches to Each Mile of 
Front Between Switzerland 
and Nerth Sea. 


LONDON, Jan. 1.—There are at least 
10,000 miles of trenches now tn the west- 
ern theater of the European war, ac- 
cording to H. Warner Allen, special cor- 
respondent of the British press with the 
French army. He writes: 

“In the section of the French lines 
that I have just been visiting there 
are already, on a front of just over 10 
miles, 875 kilometers (or slightly more 
than 234 miles) of tre»ches. To make 
certainty still more sure, another 75 
kilometers (or 44 miles) of trenches are 
being dug. Elsewhere a certain divi- 
sion has 20 miles of trenches to look 
after, while a certain corps d’armee has 
450 miles. 

“Taking these figures into considera- 
tion, one will certainly be under the 
mark in estimating that there are 20 
miles of trenches to every mile of front, 
so that between Switzerland and the 
}North Sea _ the British and French 
armies have at least 10,000 miles of 


trenches to guard and keep in order.”

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WATER IN BRITISH HOSPITAL 


Inflated Rubber Mattresses Used for 
Patients Unable to Bear 
so ‘Pain of Injuries. 

CAMBRIDGE, England, Jan. 1.— 
A ward in which the patients sleep 
on inflated rubber mattresses half 
submerged in tubs filled with warm 
water is the latest feature of the 
famous open air military hospital 
situated here. 

It was found that many of the 
patients arriving at the hospital had 
such terrible wounds that they were 
unable to bear the pain, and as the 
constant administration of, opiates 
retarded their progress, it was de- 
cJded by Col. Griffiths to provide a 
bath ward where the bad cases could 
spend their entire time in the water. 
The water, which is kept flowing 
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WOUNDED MEN LIE IN TUBS OF 
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| through the tub. is maintained at a 


temperature of 100 degrees. By a 
system of slings the patient lies on 
a rubber ma&ttress with his entire 
body under water, only his head 
showing above the level of the bath. 
A casual observer passing through 
the ward would never know the 
patients were in a tub. The head is 
in sight occupying an ordinary pil- 
low and the figure seems to be cov- 
ered by the conventional hospital 
blanket. However, when the flap is 
opened the body is seen to be sub- 
merged in water, but Iring on a rub- 
ber mattress, which is pronounced 
absolutely comfortable by the  pa- 
tients.

beginning of 1915 but have largely in- 
creased their holdings. 
The great question in the minds of 
military men now is, how long will 
*’ the Central Powers be able to main- 
tain their fighting forces at the top- 
notch of efficiency? j 
_ The large gains made by the Teu- 
‘tons during the year on the eastern 
front, while holding their lines firmly 
‘on the western front, can be attrib- 
‘uted to their unfailing supply of re- 
‘gerves. The Germans at all times 
“have been able to fill the gaps in 
their lines with effective reserves. 
By effective reserves is meant men of 
military age and highest physical ef- 
ficiency. 
_ The allies, on the other hand, have 
, greatly lacking in reserves. Fre- 
quently they could have held their 
- ~ ground in making gains on the west- 
ern front had they been able to throw 
fin reserves.in sufficient numbers. 
The great weakness of the Austro- 
Germans, which has not made itself 
apparent, lies im their supply of men, 
They cannot much longer fill gaps in

capture more, At the Baltic end of 
the line Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg was obliged to abandon his 
fight for Riga, probably because he 
walted too long to make the final 
drive against this naval base in an 
effort to capture Dvinsk with its 
highly valuable railroad connections. 
But for the entry of Italy into the 
war the Galician end of the Austro- 
German line unquestionably would 
have been thrown far into Russian 
territory. It was the weakening of 
the line by the withdrawal of troops 
to withstan4 the determined attacks 
of Italy, ‘and later to make the Bal- 
kan drive, which gave Russia breath- 
ing spell and enabled the Czar to 
strengthen both ends of the long bat- 
tle line. | 
 Gortzia Battle a Real One. 
From the standpoint of actual ac- 
complishment, Italy’s chief contribu- 
tion to the cause of the allies up to 
date has been in keeping. busy a 
large Austrian army, running into 
the hundreds of thousands and pos- 
Bibly exceeding 1,000,000 by a con- 
siderable margin. In point of fact, 
the number of men engaged in the 
battle raging between the Italian and 
Austrian troops is unknown. 
Nevertheless, the part Italy has 
played and is playing in the war is 
far from unimportant. It will con- 
tinue far from unimportant even if 


her army continues only to fight on 
its present limited front. Italy can 


put millions of effective fighting men 
in the field, and doubtless has mill- 
ions under arms and in her reserves. 
The fight for Gorizia is a real battle, 
raging day and night with great ¥ury. 
At other points on the Italian front 
there has been hard fighting and Italy 
has made considerable gains. Compared 
with the gains made by the central 
Powers, however, those of Italy are 
relatively unimportant. Her principal 
ecntribution to the allied cause must 
continue to be in holding a large Aus- 
trian force at bay. 
The Dardanelles Mistake. 

The Dardanelles campaign is another 
major development of the year and a 
most interesting one. The Dardanelles 
may be said to be a key to the war, but 
not in a conclusive sense. The British 
Admiralty first attempted to force a 
passage through the Dardanelles early 
this year for the purpose of opening up 
a route to Russian Black Sea ports by 
which arms and ammunition might be 


furnished for Russia’s mass of fighting 


men. 

It was a great conception, but, of 
course, a mistake, No naval force could 
seriously hope to fight its way through 
the Dardanelles unsupported by land 
forces. The haval attack was designed 
to sweep the Turks off their feet and 
force a passage before they could re- 
cover their equilibrium. Had it suc- 
ceeded, this stroke of the British Ad- 
miralty would have gone down in his- 
tcry as one of the great naval successes 
of all time. 

Officered and trained for several years 
by Germans, the Turks were amply pre- 
pared for the attack and made a splen- 
did defense of the straits. : 

As to the combined military and naval 
campaign at the Dardanelles, my per- 
sonal opinion has been and is that the 
allies at no time put enough men at the 
Dardanelles for the job. It was a great 
task, and a large number of men was 
absolutely necessary. I believe that if 
a sufficient force had been landed there 
the allies could have ysone through the 
straits. ; 

Bulgaria of Great Aid, 

Bulgaria's entry into the War was a 
decided gain for the Teutons. Bulga- 
ria’s well-organized and well-handled 
army, strengthened ultimately without 
deubt by German equipment, made it 
possible for the Austro-Germans to blaze 
a way through Servia and ultimately 
wipe that little nation off the map. But 
Servia’s plight today is due in part toa 
great blunder in the conduct of its cam- 
paign of defense against the invaders. 
At the outset of the war Servia had 
made a very creditable showing, Austria 
finally withdrawing the bulk of its forces 
t» protect Austro-Hungarian territory 
from an invasion by Russia. 

The blunders in the Balkan camphign 
were on the side of Servia and the al- 
lies. King Peter's army was badly ad- 
vised from the outset of the Austro- 
German drive, making a determined but. 
losing fight to keep the Teutons out of 
Servia rather than defending the Bel- 
grade-Nish-Saloniki railroad at the ex- 
pense of a loss of territory that was in- 
evitable. 

The net result of Bulgarian co-opera- 
tion and the blunders of the Servian 
commanders and their advisers was the 
elimination of the remnant of the Serb 
troops from the fighting line. They are 
now ecattered in Montenegro and Al- 
bania, nobody knows where. Neither is 
the number of Serb troops known. 

The Turkish army is one of the un- 
certain quantities of the war. What 
the Turks can do when efficiently of- 
ficered and equipped with modern ar- 
tillery and small arms has been amply 
demonstrated at the Dardanelles. 

There the Turk has made a good 
fight. The possibility that a large 
Turkish army may be sent tnto Egypt 
under German officers and armed 
with the same type of equipment is a 
growing one. 

There may and may not be good. 
ground for the report that German 
engineers are rapidly constructing a 
double-track railroad to the Sinalt 
Peninsula for the purpose of facilitat- 
ing troop movements for such a cam- 
paign. The report has been so per- 
sistent that it probably has some 
foundation in fact. The same thing 
may be said of the report that 800,000 
Turks are being thoroughly trained 
for an Egyptian campaign. 

Possible That Egypt May Fall. 

As to Egypt, an efficiently officered 
army of .300,000 likely could wrest 
control from Great Britain. But 
Great Britain could afford to lose 
Egypt fer the present better than she 
could afford to send a large army to 
face a large Turkish force. On the 
other hand, Egypt would be of no 
great value to Germany and Austria. 
Certainly {it would be of no great mil.

HUNGARIAN DIET HAS BILL TO 
RECOGNIZE MOSLEM RELIGION 


Certain Civil Rights Which Moham- 
medans Have Been Denied to 
Be Given to Them. 

BUDAPEST, Jan. 1.—The Moslem 
religion will be legally recognized in 
Hungary if a bill introduced by the 
Hungarian Minister of Justice. is en- 
acted into law by the Hungarian diet. 
The bill has been presented to the 
house and there is no question that it 
will be acted upon favorably. 

In addition to giving the Moslem re- 

ligion every right enjoyed by any other 
recognized faith in Hungary, the pro- 
posed law will also permit the teaching 
of Mohammedan dogma and the found- 
ing of Moslem religious institutions so 
far as they are not in conflict with 
the existing laws. 
While Mohammedans in Hungary have 
in the past enjoyed full liberty of con- 
science, they were as yet deprived of 
certain civil rights which function- 
aries of other recogni#@d creeds ex- 
ercised. The bill now before the dict 
effaces some of these inabilities auto- 
matically, as soon as it becomes law, 
while others are removed by express 
provisions.

LONDON, Dec 2%.—No one with 
knowledge of the strengwth of the rival 
armies and of the reserves of men and 
money behind them can doubt that the 
final stage of the war is drawing rap- 
idly nearer. 

In Germany and tn Austria the signs 
of financial and e@onmic exhaustion are 
unmistakable, while the financial re- 
serves of the allied powers are now only 
being assembled. France, after 16 months 
of war, has just placed a long-term

—— , — Great Britain has, indeed, met her 
Ke: Seema great war expenditures of the past year 
without the Government having needed 
to take any special measures to” compel 
the nation to practice economy or to 
realize capftal. 

It is true that the French and Brit- 
ish Governments have placed a loan of 
$500,000,000 in the United States, but 
Great Britain’s participation in this loan 
was for the purpose of providing credits 
for the allied armies. To meet her own 
expenditures Great Britain has not 
needed to raise any foreign. credit. 

Has Needed No Foreign Credit. 

To meet her own expenditures Great 
Britain has not needed to raise any for- 
eign credit. So far Great Britain has 
been able to meet the whole of her im- 
mense war expenditures entirely out of 
her own income, and her vast stock of 
accumulated wealth which she possessed 
at the commencement of the war is still 
intact. Since the war began Great Brit- 
ain has supplied her allies and her/for- 
eign cutomers with something like $2,-. 
000,000,000 of new capital and of this 
amount about $1,500,000,000 has been sup- 
plied in the current calendar year. This 
is the task that caused Great Britain to 
draw in from abroad a _ substantial 
amount of floating capital and to release | 
some of her American investments. In 
brief, the war expenses of Great Britain 
have been met so far entirely out of in- 
come, while her loans to allies have 
merely necessitated the exchange of a 
very small portion of her foreign in- 
vestments. Apparently the $1,500,000,000 
of money lent to her allies have been 
found by calling upward of $1,000,000,000 
of floating capital and by selling less 
than $2,000,000 of American securities. 

In a period of peace the British nation 
in 18 months would have spent about $1,- 
600,000,000 for Government purposes, 
whereas it haa spent $9,500,000,000 since 
the war began. Of this sum, however, 
about $2;000,000,000 have been lent to colo- 
1 nies and allies. Excluding this invest- 
ment the expenditure has been §$7,500,- 
000,000 in 18 months and about $6,000,000,000 
in the 12 months to the end of January, 
1916. If from this total one deduots the 
normal expenditure of $1,000,000,000, one 
reaches the conclusion that Great Brit- 
ain has spent $5,000,000,000 upon war alone : 
in the current 12 months, without having 
to trench upon her accumulated wealth. 

Prosperity for the People. 

Of course, the British people had to ap- 
ply to war purposes the whole of their 
new savings, which normally amount to 
about $2,000,000,000 a year, but they have 
not needed to realize their investments. 
The proceeds of the securities they have 
sold and the capital they have called in 
have been employed for capital purposes 
in the construction of houses, factories, 
etc., and in loans to allied countries. 

The mass of the British people in tho 
first 18 months of war have spent 
money even more generously than usual 
upon food, clothing and luxuries, and 
yet the nation’s capital has not been 
reduced, but remains at about §85,000,- 
000,000, 

Moreover the amount of the nation’s 
capital invested abroad has been only 
slightly reduced. Before the war it was 
over $20,000,000,000, and now it ts just 
about that figure. Great Britain has 
rather less capital in the outlying parts 
of the world and in the United States, 
but more tn France, Italy and Russia, 

In considering Great Britain's rate of 
expenditure at the present time it !s 
essential to note that it is somewhat 
less than it seems to be. In the early 
days of the war a great deal of money 
was borrowed from bankers for vari- 
ous purposes, but since July these ad- 
vances have been in process of repay- 
ment. Moreover, from the statement of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer it is 
apparent that he does not expect cur 
rent expenditures to reach $26,000,000 per 
day until the end of March next. 

Probably fn 1916 the aggregate gov- 
ernmental expenses of the British peo- 
ple will be nearly $25,000,000 per day or 
$9,000,000,000 a year and that about $3,000,- 
000,000 of this sum will consist of loans 

to allies and colonies, whereas in 1915 
the governmental expenditures are about 
$7,500,000,000, of which $1,500,000,000 is 
money lent to allies and colonies. 

In the $20,000,000,000 of foreign and 
colonial securities which Great Britain 
possesses as well as in her ability to 
employ her own credit, she possesses 
the means of paying for all the goods 
she needs to purchase abroad for a 
very long time to come. Moreover, if 
this fund of securities and of credit 
be supplemented by substantial eco- 
nomics in domestic expenditure by the 
whole of the British people, not only 
could no limit be placed on the possible 
war expenditures of the country tn «4 
given year, but no limit could be placed 
upon the period of time over which 
these war expenditures could be main- 
tained.

ST. LOUISAN SAYS. 
BRITISH HELD HIM 
BECAUSE OF NAME 


William Lisch on Return Asserts 
He Was Detained 8 Months 
as German Suspect. 


WENT OVER WITH HORSES 


Declares That He Was Put at 
Hard Labor; Tells of Slipping 
a Note to U. S, Ambassador. 


William Lisch, 32 years old, of 2030 
Franklin avenue, has returned to St. 
Louis after being held, he says, for 
eight months in British detention camps 
because his Teutonie name made him 
appear as a suspicious character to the 
English police. | 

This is the story Lisch told a Posi- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday: 

“Last spring I wag ‘dead broke’ and 
went to East St. Loufs looking for work. 
On April 4 I shipped for New Orleant 
as a hostler on a fretght train loaded 
-with horses for the allies. I was to go 

with the horses to England, where I 
would get $15 and my return passage 
home. And I needed that $15. 

“Bighteen days afterdeaving New Or- 
leans our steamship, the Antillian, a 
big ‘tramp,’ landed at a little port 230 
miles worth of Liverpoo]. I went to the 
police station to register. I think the 
town was called Havenmont. Although 
I was born in Ameriea, and so were my 
parents, the police became suspicious 
because of my name; 

“T was arrested and sent to the Daie 
Street Police Station, in Liverpool, for 
a week, and then sent to Lithum, WY 
‘miles inland, to be tried. I was al- 
lowed to communicate with no one. 


Taken Refore:“Governor.” 
“When I was brought before the ‘Gov- 


ernor,’ as the Judge ‘was called, he told 
me I was suspected of being a German, 
and that a jury would try me to see if 
I should be detained. The jury looked 
“at me and said I looked German. The 
spectators were asked to look at me 
They told the ‘Governor’ that I looked 
German. Thon three women sitting in 
court were asked what they thought 
about it. They said the same. And the 
jury decided that I had to be held. 
“They sentenced me to two months’ 
hard wotk in Preston Prison, and from 
there I was to go to a detention camp. 
In prison Ivwas given the job of making 
js mattresses a day. .One day I couldn't 
mattresses fast enough, so they 
put me in solitary confinement for three 
days, with a biscuit fp day as food. 
“When I got out of ‘solitary’ I again 
hezged to be permitted to write the 
American Consul or Ambassador. 
"We don’t allow German spies to do 
ihat,’ 1 was told. I demanded it. They 
neain refused. Then that night two 
guards came into my cell armed with a 
pisce of rubber hose filled with lead, 
and beat me antil I dropped down on 
yy knees and prayed to God to gave 
me. But they just laughed at my pray- 
- ers, and said that I got what a spy de- 
verved, le 
“After eight weeks there I was sent 
to the detention camp at Handforth, 
Cheshire. There were 2,689 Germans de- 
tained there. Some were captured sol- 
diers, some sailors who had served on 
the Blucher, which was sunk by the 
British, and others. were German-Brit- 
ish. Here they made me work four 
hours a day mixing concrete. I was 
told I could not communicate with the 
American Ambassador, and that I would 
have to stay there until the end of the 
— . 
“So many wounded British were 
brought back to England that they 
ed our detention camp for hospital 
‘grounds, so all of us were sent tc 
‘Knockaloe, on the Isle of Man. I was 
‘mnade to work eight hours a day in a

Tittle to eat. I got mad one day and 
yefused to work any moré for the En- 
_ glish. They put me in solitary confine- 
ment for that—l4 days—and two hours 
each day I was handcuffed standing be- 
side a post. . 

“After that treatment I was willing 
to go back to work. One day I slipped 
 f& letter out In the shoe of a man who 
was released. It was for the American 
oueks at lAverpool. He got it, but

“Then I slipped another letter out, 
addressed to the American Ambassador 
at London. And he got it. He looked 
up my record as a-hostier on the Antil- 
lian, and wired to America for proof 
that I was born in this country. 

Only One Blanket Aptece.

At night I slept 
in a hut with 9 other men, all of us 
rolling over on the floor. We had only 
one blanket apiece, and it was mighty 
cold. f

WORK BEGUN 


ON NEW 


HOME OF POST-DISPATCH 
FIRST MINUTE OF NEW YEAR 


Wreckers Clearing Ground at Northeast Corner of 
Twelfth and Olive Streets—Building to Be 
Finished About Jan. 1, 1917. 


Work on the site of the new Post-Dis- 
patch Building, at the northeast corner 
of Twelfth and Olive streets, began t 
12:01 o’clock yesterday morning. * At that 
moment, while New Year’s bells were 
ringing and whistles were blowing a 
gang of wreckers attacked the two-story 
brick Culver Building, whieh occupies 
the lot. 

By the terms of its 99-year lease, the 
Post-Dispatch came into: full possession 
of the property on the first minute of 
the year 1916. That literally not a min- 
ute might be lost in building its new 
home, the Post-Dispatch required, in its 
contract with the Jacob Schaefer 
Wrecking Co., that Schaefer's men! 
should be ‘“‘on the job” 60 seconds after 
midnight. And they were there. 


The wreckers’ work will be prelimi- 
nary: to the erection of the eight-story 
steel, stone and concrete home of the 
Post-Dispatch, which is to cost, with 
its furnishings and plant equipment, 
about $1,000,000, exclusive of ground 
value. The building, of the monumental 
type, will be the most thoroughly mod- 
ern of American newspaper buildings, 
and will be among the largest and most 
commodious of such structures. It is 
to be occupied about Jan. 1, 1917, and 
its construction will be the most notable 
improvement of the year in St. Louis. 

Picture in Rotogravure Section. 

A full-page picture of the new build- 
ing, as planned by the architects, Bar- 
nett, Haynes & Barnett, appears in the 
rotogravure section of today’s Post- 
Dispatch. 

Three weeks are allowed for the 
wrecking of the Culver Building, the 
wreckers being under contract to finish 
their task Jan. 21. The work of exca- 
vation will then begin immediately, and 
a period of six weeks is allowed for 
this work. 

For the entire area of the lot, which 
has a frontage of 126 feet 9 inches on 
Twelfth street and 100 feet 3 inches on 
Olive, the excavators will go to a depth 
of 19 feet, and for an area 50 by 70 feet, 
trey must dig to a depth of 37 feet, to 
provide for a sub-basement. The Cul- 
ver Building has only a small and shal- 
low basement. 


With the end of the excavators’ work, 
early in March, the sinking of caissons 
will begin. There will be 48 caissons, 
carrying the foundation of the building 
te bed rock. A test caisson has shown 
bed rock to be 51 feet below the sur- 
face. At 4 feet a 4-foot layer of quick- 
sand was encountered. 

arly in April the arrival of structural 
steel is expected to begin. The orders 
for steel approximate 1400 tons, exclu- 
sive of ornamental iron. 

The final building plans will be ready 
early in March, and when they are in 
hend, the work of construction of the 
huilding proper will proceed. This work 
is expected to begin by April 1. The 
architects, Barnett, Haynes & Barnett, 
were the architects of the New Cathe- 
dral, Hotel Jefferson and the American 
Annex Hotel. H. H. Humphrey is con- 
sulting engineer. 

Five Stories for Post-Dispatch. 

Of the eight stories of the new Post- 
Dispatch Building, the first five, with 
basement and sub-basement, will be oc- 
cupied by the Post-Dispatch, except 
that, on the first floor five stores will 
be offered for rent, three of them front- 
ing on Twelfth street, at the north end 
of the building, and two on Olive, at 
the east end, and that a few rooms on 
the Olive street side of the second floor 
aiso will be rented. 

The sixth, seventh and eighth stories 
will be rented. As the building is de- 
signed to meet not only the present, but 
the future needs of the Post-Dispatch, 
it was decided to leave a liberal margin 
of space for future growth, and the 
three upper stories, which the Post-Dis- 
patch may one day occupy, represent 
this margin. These upper floors are 
built to bear much greater loads than 
the usual commercial floor load. 

Each floor has a surface area of 12,600 
square feet. 

The foundations and the steel con- 
struction will be of sufficient strength 
to sustain four more stories, and it is 
expected that these will ultimately be 
added, making the  building’s fina: 
height 12 stories. Minor changes in the 
exterior architecture of the seventh and 
eighth stories will be necessary when 
this is done. 


The height of the eight-story struc- 
ture from the sidewalk to the top 
of the stone balustrade surround- 
inr the roof, will be 140 feet. This 
is equivalent to the height of 
most ili-story buildings. This un.- 
usual height is due to the desire to 
provide the amplest ventilation on 
every floor. The height of the first. 
story ceiling will be 21 feet 9 inches, 
that of the second, sixth and sev- 
enth stories 13 feet, the third 15 feet, 
the fourth and eighth 16 feet, and 
‘the fifth 14 feet. The most modern 
ventilation devices will be used, to 
insure the fullest benefit from this 
construction. 


Gallery fer Visitors. 

The basement, 19 feet deep under al! 
the building, will contain the press. 
room @nd the stereotype casting 
room. There will be a suspended gal- 
tery, for visitors, accessible from the 
first floor, from which the great 
presses and the stereotyping machin- 
ery can be seen In operation. 

This visitors’ gallery will be the 
chief show-place of the building. Itt 
will furnish, on a larger scale, the 
spectacie which has been furnished 
for the last 14 years by the Post. 


Dispatch color press, in the north 


window of the present Post-Dispatch 
building on Broadway, The gallery 
will be large enough to accommodate 
froups of school children and dele- 
fations of visitors to the city, who 
will have the opportunity for a leis- 


urely view of the most interesting 


part of the mechanical processes of 
a Sreat modern newspaper. 

Still another plan for showing 
these processes to the public is now 
under consideration by Architect 
George D. Barnett. He is working on 
a design for a system of periscopes, 
by which persons on the sidewalk 
outide the building may look into the 
pressroom and stereotyping depart- 
ment. 

The basement will also provide 
Space for the storage of paper. This 
storage space will include a meézza- 
nine gallery, convenient for the re- 
quirements of modern octuple press- 
es, and the total storage capacity will 
be 800 tons of paper, enough to meet 
the requirements of the Post-Dis- 
patch for more than two weeks, at 
the present rate of use. Hydraulic 
sidewalk elevators, for lowering and 
raising the rolls of paper, will be 
provided. 

Duplicate Power Plants. 

The sub-basement, occupying more 
than one-fourth the area of the base- 
ment, and having a depth of 18 feet 
below the basement, will contain the 
power plant, engines, dynamos, boil- 
ers and pumps. It will bg equipped 
for supplying all the heat, light and 
power required in the building. The 
equipment will be in duplicate, so that 
in case of a breakdown of the part 
in use at any time, the service can 
continue unimpaired. 

The first floor will contain the 
business office of the Post-Dispatch. 
There will be two entrances. One, the 
principal entrance to the building and 


the Post-Dispatch business office, will |- 


be on Olive street, in the center of the 
100-foot frontage. The other entrance 
will be at the center of the building, on 
Twelfth street. Three passenger eleva- 
tors will face the Olive street entrance, 
about 60 feet back from the building 
line. For the business office's use, a 
space of 3000 square feet Will be fin- 
ished in marble, and bank fittings will 
t installed. The freight and freight- 
passenger elevators will be in the north- 
east corner. 


The mailing room, with a floor 
space of 7000 square feet, will be 
situated on the first floor, at the 
rear of the business office, and in a 
mezzanine floor. It will be over the 
pressroom, so that the printed papers 
can be conveyed vertically from the 
presses to the mailing tables. Papers 
for local circulation will be carried 
by automatic “travelers” to the alley. 

On the second floor, the accounting 
departments will have their quarters, 
including the circulation, auditing 
and classified advertising divisions. 
The storerooms, file rooms and vaults 
will also be on this floor. The width 
of two spans across the Olive street 
front. will be partitioned into sales- 
rooms, which will be offered for rent. 


Editorial Department on Third Floor, 

The third floor will be occupied by the 
editorial department. This will be one 
large room, with no dividing compart- 
ments except for an editoria! confer- 
ence room and for the space to be occu- 
pied the Post-Dispatch leased wires, 
the wires of the Western Union and 
Postal Telegraph Companies and the 
Associated Press. The latter space will 
be shut off to deaden the noise made 
by the telegraph instruments. A large 
space has been set apart for the li- 
brary and “morgue,” or record room, 
but this will be divided from the rest 
only by railings. 

The editorial writers will occupy iat 
space along the Olive street side of the 
building, and the news and art depart- 
ments will have their allotment. on the 
Twelfth street side. 

The fourth floor will be the compos- 
ing room, and will be occupied by the 
linotype machines, the stereotype mold- 
ing machinery and the job printing and 
mailing list departments. The fifth floor 
will accommodate the photo engraving 
department, it being planned to install 
the rotogravure presses and print the 
rotogravure picture section on this floor. 

The total floor space of the building, 
basement and sub-basement, including 
mezzanine floors, is 128,130 square feet. 
Of this total, the Post-Dispatch will oc- 
cupy, for its own use, 85,565 square feet. 

Every Safety Precaution. 

The whole structure will be of stand. 
ard fireproof construction, with inclosed 
fire escapes inside the building walis at 
the extreme northeast corner. A Stair- 
way will be behind the passenger ele- 
vator shaft, from the first floor to the 
top of the building, inclosed in solid 
walls with fire doors. The doors and 
window casings, through the building, 
will be of metal construction. 

Special ventilation devices for keeping 
uniform temperature, for cooling the 
building in summer and for distrib- 
uting the heat equally in the winter 
will be installed on the different floors 
The lighting system will be the best 
that can be provided after a special 
study, with a view to protecting the 
eyes of employes in all departments. 

There will be shower baths throughout 
the building, for the use of employes, 
and the plumbing throughout will be 
of the highest type of modern canita- 


Ltion. 


In its exterior architecture, the bulld- 
ing is of monumental character. The

51 of Louis Spies’ Herd of 94 
Holsteins Pronounced Tuber- 
cular; 38 Ordered Killed. 


13. OTHERS QUARANTINED 


Prize Bull, Valued at More Than 
$1000, One of the Animals 
Condemned. 


A self-invited inspection of his herd 
of Holsteins cost Louis A. Spies of 3007 
Hawthorne boulevard, St. Louis, © be- 
tween $7000 and $10,000. Spies, who ‘s 
president of the St. Louis Union Dairy 
Co., is a member of the National Hol- 
stein Association, and his cattle at the 
Calla Lily farm at St. Jacob, Ill., have 
been ordered decimated by the State 
authorities. 

In “accordance with his custom of 
keeping the stock in the best of condi- 
tion Spies last week asked for a State 
inspection. Assistant State Veterinari- 
an D. L. Travis of Vandalia was sent 
to make the tests. He examined the {4 
animals in the herd and pronounced 51 
of them tubercular. 

All but 18 of these were ordered killed 
at once, and the remainder were put 
under observation on the A. Lockman 
farm, four miles south of St. Jacob, 
where they will be kept in strict quar- 
antine until their future condition may 
be accurately determined. 

The head of the Spies herd, a prize 
bull valued at more than $1000, figured 
last summer in a national controversy 
on a question of registry, in which, aft- 
er a hearing occupying several weeks, 
Spies’ contention as to the animal was 
upheld by the courts. This was one of 
the 38 animals ordered killed. 


69 LYNCHINGS LAST YEAR, 
INCREASE OF 17 OVER 1914 


Georgia Led With 18, According to 
Tuskegee Records; Three 
Women on List. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan. 1.—Lynch- 
ings in the United States in 1915 num- 
bered 69, as recorded at Tuskegee Insti- 
tute and announced today. This was 17 
more than in 1914. 

Georgia led the states, with 18 lynch- 
ings. Mississipp! was second with nine. 
Fifty-five persons lynched were negroes 
and 14 whites. The year before 49 were 
negroes and three whites. Three wom- 
en were in the 1915 list. 

In four instances, according to the 
Tuskegee records, innocent persons were 
put to death by mobs, as proved by later 
events. Lynching by states is given: 
Alabama, 9; Arkansas, 5; Florida, 5; 
Georgia, 18; Illinois, 1; Kentucky, 5; 
Louisiana, 2; Mississippi, 9; Missouri, 
2; Ohio, 1; Oklahoma, 3; South Carolina, 
1: Tennessee, 2; Texas, 5; Virginia, 1.

COPENHAGEN, Jan. 1—An_ eight- 
course dinner with six different wines in 
celebration of the New Year evoked mild 
enthusiasm for ‘the boys in the 
trenches’”’ among the Ford peace party. 
Just now, however, the members of the 
peace party are more concerned in the 
dangers of getting through the mine- 
strewn North Sea to The Hague than 
they are in trench conditions ‘“‘some- 
where in France’’ or anywhere else. The 
American diplomatic representatives 
have definitely and finally declined to 
extend passports to include Germany. 
About one-third of the members of 
the expedition, the majority of whom 
are students, will leave the party at 
Copenhagen. The remaining members 
of the party, about 100 Americans, are 
going to The Hague. The reason as- 
signed for the students’ action is that 
it was thought undesirable for them to 
take the risk of a voyage through the 

North Sea. 

The plan now is for Gaston Plaintiff, 
the personal representative of Ford, to 
charter a ship and hoist the authorized 
peace flag of the organization, which 
consists of a pair of muscular arms 
emerging from a sea of red, breaking a 
sword of the gladiator type In half, with 
sheafs of wheat on one side and taurel 
and oak leaves on the other. When the 
flag is up, the idea is to steam for The 
Hague, taking chances on the mines. 

Many Highly Nervous, 

Many of the party are highly nervous 
at the prospects and if the plan is car- 
ried out it may result in the ‘‘joy-rid- 
ine’ contingent quitting. If they quit, | 
and no one is urging them to remain, 
they will return to America via Chris- 
tlana or Bergen. 

The official New Year's dinner of the 
party was held in a “shooting gallery.” 
The correspondents and students accom- 
panying? the party enjoyed the more 
democratic atmosphere of the National, 
which is the “Jack’s” of | Copenhagen. 
New Year's eve was celebrated as wild- 
ly as in New York, great crowds throng- 
ing the streets and continuing their fes- 
tiviities until well along in the’ morn- 
ing. 

The peace party dinner was under po- 


given not to permit the party to leave 
the hall for fear of the members getting 
mixed up with the holiday crowds and 
possibly causing a disturbance. The 
members did not know of.their intern- 
ment until after they had been released, 
when there was much surprise and some 
dismay. Copenhagen officials are not 
taking many chances. 

With the arrival of the party pes the 
boat from Malmo, Dr. Cook was added 
to the attractions.

HENRY FORD 


INSURANCE MAN 
AILLS SELF BUDY 
FOUND BY FATHER 


Archibald Keyes Fires - Bullet 
Into Body Over Heart in 
Room at Albemarle Hotel. 


Archibald Keyes, 36 years old, an in- 
surance agent with offices in the Pierce 
Bullding, shot and killed himself in his 
room at the Albemarle Hotel, 4101 West- 
minster place, last night. He had been 
a sufferer from locomotor ataxia fur 
with the aid of 
crutches. 

His body, lying on a bed with a bullet 
wound over the heart and a revolver 
clasped in the right hand, was discov- 
ered at 7:30 by his father, Sylvester P 
Keyes, retired firm member of the 
Keyes-Marshall Bros. Livery Co., who 
occupied a suite with his son. 

The elder Keyes, who had telephoned 
to his_rooms from the office of the ho- 
tel ortly after 6 o’clock and invited 
his son—te—jojin him at dinner in the ho- 
tel dining room, went to his room 
shortly after 7 o’clock.

French Minister of Public Instruction 
and War Inventions. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dtspatch. 

PARIS, Dec. 21.—This gigantic war is 
more than afight between the contend- 
ing armed forces’ of the groups of na- 
tions partaking in it; it is a conflict of 
all their energies and resources wherein 
the intellectual factor is as fmportant 
as the physical and material ones. I 
would like the readers of the Post-Dis- | 
patch to grasp fully its meaning, ita 
conditions, and its bearings. 

I submit to them a simile which, to my 
mind, reflects accurately the situation, 
and shows conclusively how well 
grounded is our firm, unwavering conft- 
dence in the ultimate result. Imagine 
the counting of votes after an election 
in which one candidate polls, say, 200 
votes to his opponent’s 600; suppose that 
the candidate who has obtained only 200 
votes—the defeated candidate therefore— 
sees the ballot papers bearing his name 
come out first from the ballot box, and 


By careful, assiduous preparations her 
successes come out first, but ours, 
though later to come, are none the less 
certain, and therefore our victory is in- 
evitabis in the end—when the’ count is 


completed. 
Makes Simile Exact 
To make the simile quite exact I must 


add that voting continues even while 
the count is being proceeded with. Our 
opponents, being at the center, voted 
first; our votes have been late in com- 
ing, but they will total a crushing ma- 
jority. My department, like munitions 
departments, is one of those concerned 
with the task of piling up votes. 

I must admit that we followed the Ger- 
mang, but now we have drawn level and 
they will have to, if they can, follow 
us, It may be impossible for them, be- 
cause their long and cateful preparation 
whieh enabled them to forestall us has 
also brought them to a maximum which 
we have not yet reached. 

Germany’s industrial mobilization was 
prearranged; ours followed a few 
months after the outbreak of the war. 
Germany's high developed and organized 
private industry gave her a big start— 
for instance, in the matter of asphyxiat- 
ing and poisonous gas, her chemical tn- 
dustry stood her in good stead. In the 
production of chlorine she was far ahead 
of the rest of the world, and chiorine 
is the staple of all gases employed in 
warfare. To this it must be added that 
our main industrial districts are in the 
North and Northeast and that their 
invasion puts us at great inconvenience, 
while unfortunately increasing the re- 
sources of our opponents. 

But as the industrial mobilization must 
complete the military mobilization com- 
plete the tndustrial. Ths task concerns 
specially my department, where we have 
been concerned with the mobilization of 
sctentists and of laboratories; all ener- 
gies, knowledge, talent and inveritive- 
ness have been organized to work and 
serve the cause of national defense, 
Must Keep Secrets 
T cannot disclose what must essential- 
ly be kept secret, but I may say we have 
etudied and are now experimenting with 
some interesting devices, very interest- 
ing devices. I cannot tell you more, but 
I am satisfied. 
The longer the war. lasts the more ft 
becomes a war of science and machines 
and now that we have made up the lee- 
way we have no reason to regret this 
novel and extraordinary development of 
modern warfare. The future, the com- 
ing year belongs to us. Difficult prob- 
lems arise daily from the combination 
of old methods of fighting—some dating 
as far back as the Remans—with, the 
most recent and the most deadly in- 
ventions of modern industry. 

The feature of trench warfare is.the 
combination of very old methods with 
the newest, damaging at great distance 
as at short distance and in hand-to- 
hand fighting. Old and new methods 
are simultaneous, for it is a war, of

The trehch war raises a set of special 
problems and involves new offensive 
methods.

Two Things Essential. 

Two things are essential—rapidity and 
realization. A good idea is useless un- 
less it can be realized in practice. It 
must be studied and realized as quickly 
as possible. The procedure is as follows: 

The invention is examined by the 
commission. 2. If recommended by the 
commission it Is studied and if neces- 
sary it is perfected by one.of the sec- 
tion. 8. When ft is perfected and it has 
been ascertained that its application is 
practicable military are consulted and a 
specimen if made ar@ tested by them 
with a view of ascertaining its military 
utility.

LONDON, Dec. 14, by mail.—Every war. 
produces unforeseen phases in the use 
of destructive weapons. and the tactics 
they impose. The principles of strategy, 
whether on land or at sea, undergo prac- 
tically no modification. f 

So far, the present war has chiefly re- 
vealed the power of torpedo attack when 
skillfully applied, and underwater ap- 
proach.” Only the latter part is new, 
Though history records isolated cases of 
ships being sunk or disabled by the un- 
derwater projectile since its introduction 
4) years ago, it failed to get sufficient 
confidence with naval authorities to pro- 
duce important modifications in warship 
design. 

From that day to'this nations have de- 
voted their efforts to getting in or ward- 
ing off blows above the water line, mak- 
ing little provision to give protection be- 
low the belt. 

The fact is that the locomotive tor- 
pedo is a close-range weapon and re- 
quired to be combined with the subma- 
rine to demonstrate its power. A shel! 
fired from a big gun at the center of a 
ship 4000 yards away, reaches 
her in about seconds, dur 
ing which—at 20 ~=knots’ speed— 
she advances 155 feet; s0 if the 
ship is 400 feet long and even assumed to 
be stationary, the shell will not miss. 
Now, the torpedo will take three and a 
half minutes to traverse the distance at 
a speed of 35 knots an hour, during 
which the.ship has advanced 2300 yards; 
so the torpedo has to be directed that 
distance ahead of her to make a hit. 
What chances of a miss that interval of 
time gives! At 1000 yards, with the 
greatly increased speed due to shorter 
range, decreasing the time interval to 
under a minute, the underwater attacks 
become much more dangerous. 

Torpedo Now Important 

The submarine is better able to at- 
tain a position without detection In ap- 
troach denied to the surface craft and 
now the torpedo assumes its rightful 
position as a weapon to be reckoned 
with and guarded against. Carrying a 
charge of 200 pounds and upward of 
high explosive, from 10 to 20 feet below 
the surface the torpedo comes into con- 
tact with the hull of a ship where most 
vulnerable and the hole made ‘on: ex- 
plosion is huge. How deadly the blow 
is evidenced by the short time which 
elapsed before the sinking of such large 
ships as the Aboukir, Cressy, Hogue 
and Formidable after being struck by 
torpedoes. 

Critic has dealt mainly with the 
circumstances under which these events 
eccurred; no one asks why the end 
came so quickly. 

This raises the whole question of tor- 
pedo defense and must lead to radical 
changes in big warship construction. 
For, though the torpedo is a costly pro- 
jectile we can have about 4000 of them 
for the price of a dreadnought. 

What form these changes will take its 

ifficult to say. Further subdivision 
tito water-tight compartments seems 
impracticable, for there must always re- 
main large spaces, such as engine and 
boiler rooms which cannot be cut into 
comparatively small compartments. In 
deciding upon a suitable protection for 
these parts we must realize the nature 
of the force generated by an under- 
water explosion. We have to deal with 
a large volume of heated gas, every 
particle of which has great potential 
energy for expansion, acting upon ob- 
jects In contact like the blow of a huge 
steam hammer. A small charge will 
snap a strong chain cable. Thus we 
can form some idea of what a 200-pound 
charge would do against the side of a 
ship. A rigid obstacle seems bound to 
succumb under such circumstances. We 
‘vant to interpose sémething to absorb 
or dissipate this stored-up energy be- 
fore it can reach the vitals of a ship. 
It must be always ir place—a life belt. 
in fact worn on all occasions, not 
gpaapec only when danger appears. 

An Intolerable Situation 

Tt is intolerable that a big ship can 
sustain a number of blows from heavy 
shell above the water line without be- 
ing knocked out and not be capable of 
rustaining one or two torpedo explo- 
sions without being put out of action. 

To alter this we may have to sacri- 
fice something hitherto considered tn- 
dispensable; but what a gain if the 
big ship can pursue her course tn con- 
fidence, all on board knowing they will 
not be at the mercy of any hostile sub- 
marine or destroyer able to get unseen 
within a thousand yards of their ship! 
The Ifon Plate Committee of 1861 spent 
three years determining the nature and 
thickness of armor desirable to keep 
out shells. The torpedo problem should 
énigage equal attention and Industry.

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Reserves Who Are Being Brought in Only 
Fit to Fill Gaps in Present Organizations, 
German Field Marshal Declares. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
VIENNA, Dec. 10.— Field Marshal 
von Hindenberg does not believe that 
the end of the European war is immi- 
nent, according to a statement he made 
to a representativs of the Vienna Neve 
Freie Presse, who dined with him. 
“The French,” said the Field Marshal 
“still want Alsace-Lorraine, when we 
hold: Lille instead of their being in 
possession of Strassburg. The English 
seem bent upon continuing the war, de- 
spite the fact that tw6 Lords make 
beautiful peace speeches. From India 
come reports which should place a 
damper upon the war spirit of the En- 
glish, but we must wait to see if these 
reports are true. At any rate Englani 
nag an Achilles’ heel, and when I say 
this I don’t think of India alone. 
“The Russian Czar and his Govern- 
ment also want to continue the war. 
and the oft-announced revolution keeps 
people waiting. The odd feature of the 
situation is that the other nations do 
not. notice that.they are sacrificing 
themselves for England. 7 
It’ does not look like peace. Germany 
cannot sheath, Ker sword. Certainly, 
there ts no German who would not-hail 
with joy the moment when this hor- 
rible spilling of blood shall have come 
to an end. But we are not to blame. 
They plunged us into this War and now 
they oblige us to continue it. 


Cannot Make Overtures 
“Can Germany make peace overturés? 


They would be interpreted as a sign of 
weakness, and the entire hostile press 
would shout: ‘Germany can’t go any 
further and has to beg for peace.’ We 
are obliged, therefore, to continue fight- 
ing until our antagonists are convinced 
of their defeat, which today they do 
not yet believe. 

“The ‘situation is constantly improvins 
for us. Even the road to the Orient 
is now open. For us it Is not a ques- 
tion of seeing this thing through, of 
preservation, but of being victorious.’’ 

Speaking of the military situation, 
Von Hindenburg said that the tactical 
position of the German forces was ex- 
cellent. In the East they occupied a 
favorable strategical line. His plans for 
the future, the Field Marshal would not 
touch upon. The Russian army still had 
“human material,’’ he said, ‘‘but the 
military value of this material is con- 
siderably lower than that of the Rus- 
sian soldiers during the first year of 
the war. The broth is getting thin- 
ner. 

‘For that reason it is pure swindle 
when the Entente press speaks of the 
organization of new Russian armies. 
With the reserves who are now being

called in, the Russians can do no more 
than fill up the organizations already 
existing. New armies can not be formed 
of them. The lack of officers, too, 
would prevent this, and this problem 
must be pressing indeed when they 
make officers out of young students. 
Russia Has Enough Ammunition 

“Of ammunition they have enough: 
Japan, especially, has furnished a great 
deal. During’ the heavy fighting tn July 
and August, the Russians may have oc- 
casionally been a little short of ammuni. 
tion, but to give this as the reason for 
their defeats is marely a lame excuse. 
At all important points where decisive 
actions took place they had enough am- 
munition. In Kowno we found whole 
} mountains of ammunition, and in Kow- 

no especially it was shown that the 

defeats of the Russians were due to 
other causes. -¢ 

“Its location alone made@Kowno one 
of the strongest of fortresses, and when 
an army surrenders such a position 
, without Polding it to the limit of en- 
durance, it becomes clear that that 
army is demoralized. It does not seem 
that the morale of the Russian army 
has improved since then.s Our soldiers 
take prisoners of war who fall upon 
their captors’ necks and with tears in 
their eyes thank them for having been 
captured.”’ 

Ta a@ question as to whether he 
thought a new Ruasian offensive likely, 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg replied: 

“A new Russian offensive is not prob- 
able, butgthey may try one. In war 
one gets rid of the prophetic habit, par- 
ticularly when dealing with intentions 
of the antagonist.’’ 


Does Not Fear Double Offensive 
Of the possibility of having to meet 


simultaneously an offensive East and 
West, the Field Marshal said: “If they 
attack us East and West, we shall beat 
them back East and West!” 

Von Hindenburg was generous in his 
praise of the Pulgarian army, and spoke 
in glowing terms of the Austro-Hunga- 


that Emperor William, ao- 
cording to a dispatch front Ber- 
lin, has sent the following New 
Year's address to the army, the 
navy and the colonial troops: 

“Comrades: Another year of se- 
vere fighting has elapsed. Wher- 
dver a superior number of enemies 
have stormed our lines ‘they have 
failed before your loyalty and brav- 
ery. .Wherever I have sent you 
into battlé you have gained a glo- 
rious victory. Thankfully we re- 
membef today, above all, our breth- 
ren who joyfully gave their bieod 
in order to gain security for our 
beloved at home and imperishable 
glory for the fitherland. What 
they have begun we shall accom- 
plish with God’s gracious help. 

“Tncompetent madness of our en- 
emies from the West and East, 
from the North and South, will 
seek to deprive us of all that makes 
life worth living. They long ago 
buried the hope to conquer us in 
honest fighting. On the weight-of 
their masses, on the starvation of 
our entire people, on the influence 
of their campaign of calumniation, 
which is as mischievous as [t is ma- 
licious, they believe they can stil! 
reckon. Their plans will not suc- 
ceed. Before the spirit of determi- 
nation which imperturbabiy unites 
the army and those at home, their 
hopes will be miserably disap- 
pointed. 

“With a full discharge of the 
duty to the fatherland to the last 
breath and determination to secure 
victory, we enter the new year with 
God for the protection of the father- 
land and for Germany's greatness.’. 

The Amsterdam correspondent of 
Reuter’s Telegram Co., sends the 
following: 

“Emperor. William has written a 
letter to Gen. von Falkenhayn 
(chief of staff of the German 
army), states a Berlin telegram, in 
which he says: 

“* IT will not let the year 1915 
end without remembering our great: 
military successes.’ After sum- 
ming up the successes the Emperor 
adds that they can be fully appre- 
ciated only by later historical 
writers. He praises the bravery of 
the troops, and the work of the , 
supreme command, and concludes: 

“So I know that I/and the 
German people in the coming year

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do not think they will supersede the bat- 
tleship and large cruiser. The same was 
said of surface torpedo craft at one 
time, but battleships survive. The anti- 
dote is generally to be found as In the 
old days with fire ships, and they were 
deadly enough to wooden hulls and 
canvas propulsion. So far we have only 
heard of the submarines’ successes; time 
will give vis the reverse side of the pic- 
ture. Some day we shall know the com- 
plete losses and the number of torpedoes 
expended, from first to last, to obtain 
known results. It will not be the least 
interesting record among many. 

British Fleet Intact 

The British navy position today is not 
unsatisfactory. We have suffered losses 
at sea, it is true, but our main fleet re- 
\mains practically intact after 16 months 
of ceaseless vigil. 

The year 1916 will probably see even 
greater events than 1915.. As far as the 
British navy is concerned, they are 
awaited in confidence. Whether the 
German fleet elects to come out or re- 
main in harbor will doubtless depend on 
how the fortune goes upon land. It will 
not appear before the right moment, or 
without orders from the highest author- 
ity. 

We are told that one:of the objects of 
our enemy, now that this conflict has 
been forced upon him, is to secure the 
seas from British domination. 

During a fairly long career at sea, I 
only remember our navy interfering with 
the freedom of the seas in normal times 
on one occasion. As a young officer I 
spent many weary months off the coast 
of Cuba endeavoring by every means to 
interfere with the free navigation of 
slave ships from Africa. Years after, 
when in\comman4d, I annoyed craft en- 
gaged on a similar mission in the Red 


Sea and aided a few freed slaves to our 
colony at Aden, where they are educated 
and trained in useful @vocations. I do 
not remember coming across ships of 
other nations similarly engaged; but it 
cost us many valuable lives. We do not 
regret them, for their work constitutes 
a bright page in the history of our navy. 

Finally, I would ask this question: If, 
instead of Great Britain, Germany had 
been the predominant maritime Power 
during the last hundred years, would the 
world have experienced greater freedom 
on the seas?

Britain may be confi- 
dent that, as in Engiand, so in Russia, 
both Liberals and Conservatives are de- 
termined to beat the Germans, 

“Britain may know also that Russia 
fully realizes the great part Britain is 
playing In this struggle. Here in Rus- 
sia we see how all classes of England 
are working for the common success of 
all the allies, not only on the battle- 
fields of Europe, Africa and Asia; not 
only on the seas and oceans, which, 
thanks to England’s navy, are the high- 
way for the ships of the allies, but also 
in the red glare of foundries and tn the 
busy hum of machine shops, are we at 
work, nor shall we cease working until 
the war is won.” 


LEADERS AMONG 
ALLIES. PREDIET 
YEAR OF VICTORY 


Persons Prominent in the En- 
tente Nations Give Their 
Views on War.

PARIS, Jan. 1—In observation of the 
New Year, prominent representatives 
of various allied countries have con- 
tributed to the Matin statements of 
their’ views concerning the future ad 
the war. 

Loulsa Barthou, former Premie® of 
France, says the war is now being con- 
ducted like a branch of {ndustry, and 
adds: 

“Speaking from personal knowledge, 
I know that the experiences of the 
French with ‘aggressive gases’ and 
chemical weapons afford the best rea- 
sons for relying on their efficacy both 
In attack and in defense.” In con- 
clusion, he says! 

“The year 1914 was a year of sur- 
prise; 1915 was a year of resistance and 
preparation, and 1916 will be a year of 
victory.” 


Earl of Derby Confident. 

The Earl of Derby, who organized the 
movernent in England for obtaining 
recruits, writes: 

“T await with absolute confidence the 
moment when the combined foreée of 
the allied nations triumphantly shall 
prevail. Our allies may be assured that 
our effort will not fall. Our Gevern- 
ments, our peoples have confidence in 
one another. Our soldiers and sailors 
are brave. This confidence and con- 
junction. is a certain sign of victory.” 

Sir Edward Carson, former Attorney- 
General of England: : 

“Although we cannot expect any 
dramatic developments of the war at 
present the moment cannot be far off 
when the Central Empires will feel 
seriously the effect of the pressure we 


and our allies are exercising on all 


their fronts. Speaking for the whole 
country, I promise we shall not cease 
our efforts tq reach the maximum of 
our power. 


Favors Western Theater. 

“TY think our principal objective should 
be in the Western theater of war. We 
must give attention to these important 
points: First, the necessity of perma- 
nent co-operation among the different 
general staffs of the allies; second, eub- 
ordination of political to immediate con- 
sideration; third, the need of maintain- 
ing economic pressure on Germany; 
fourth, combination of all efforts and 
resources of the allies.” 

Guglielmo Ferrero, the Italian hie- 
torian, says the war fs one of the great- 
est crises of history. He believes it will 
stimulate the creative energies of hu- 
manity. The reconstruction after a 
war will offer a great field for these en- 
ergies. He asserts an epoch of diffi- 
cult trials, but nevertheless of grandeur, 
has begun for Burope.

tone being that they are ‘‘sorry the 
peace party’stayed so long and spent so 
much money in Sweden, but you are wel- 
come here as long as Mr. Ford’s money 
holds out.”’ 

No public meetings are permitted, as 
Copenhagen, in contrast to Stockholm, 
is intensely pro-ally. In leaving Stock- 
holm hundreds of people watched the 
departure of the peace party singing 
“America” cheering and making fare- 
well speeches. 


Perhaps much of the enthusiasm was 
the result of a contribution of 40,000 
crowns given to the poor of Stockholm 
and 10,000 crowns donated to the ‘per- 
manent Swedish peace committee. 


The Danish Government is strongly 
opposed to the peace party, believing as 
aoes Norway, that the  belligerents 
should fight it to @ finish. The feeling 
is so strongly antagonistic, despite the 
three days advance work of Mme. 
Schwimmer, one prominent hotel re- 
fused to quarter the peace party. 


Members, upon their arrival, found the 
entire program arranged by the local 
authorities consisted of visits to places 
of interest. The arrangements for the 
next five days are for touring the city, 
small private receptions, visits to mu- 
seums and joy rides, This is due to the 
prohibition of the Danish Government 
against public meetings for the discus- 
sion of war or peace.

U. S. Will Not Stand Back of 
Citizens Who Seek to Send 
Prohibited Goods Under Seal. 


BB» Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—In all proba- 

bility Great Britain will have to estab- 

lish a precedent for Interfering with the 
mails of neutral countries in time of 
war. Government officials here have 
failed to find a precedent which would 


serve as a guide in controversy now 


looming up between Washington and 


London. 
So far as parce! post mail is concerned, 


no differences have arisen. Parcel mail 


is covered by separate conventions with 
each foreign country. Furthermore, par- 
cel mail is freight, to all intents and 
purposes, and in time of war has no in- 
herent rights not enjoyed by other 
classes of freight. 


While all Governments regard the seals 

on mail bags as inviolate and the break- 
ing of them is looked upon as a’ most 
delicate matter, it can be said with 
authority that the United States will 
not stand back of its own citizens or 
noncitizen aliens in this country who 
may seek to protect contraband in the 
mails by sending it first-class under 
seal. 

Under the universal postal conventions 
and international usage, users of the 
mails have no right to send merchandise 
in first-class mail under seal. The con- 
ventions limit merchandise so mailed to 
mere samples. Anything beyond samples 
must be sent by parcel post, and the 
first-class mails do not protect it In any 
shape or form. 


May Seize Parcel Mail. 

There is a question whether negotiable 
securities do not properly belong under 
the head of contraband, since they can 
be converted into money, which is gen- 
erally regarded as contraband. There- 
fore, should Great Britain or any other 
belligerent seize securities of. or sus- 
pected of enemy origin or destination, 
they probably would be within their 
rights. 

So far as Washington knows official- 
ly Great Britain has not yet gone be- 
yond seizing parcel mail, despite con- 
trary reports, and her right to do so is 
conceded. 

It is known to officials, however, that 
the British authorities contemplate go- 
ing much further. 

If the seizure of first-class mail is lim- 
ited to packages sent in that way to 
evade capture of articles of contraband 
destined for enemy countries the United 
States will have little ground to com- 
plain. Even any first-class mail, includ- 
ing “postal correspondence,”’ is subject 
to seizure if it arises In an actual block- 
ade in the port. This also is conceded 
by American officials, since it is spe- 
cifleally covered by The Hague conven- 
tion of 1907. 

Under Protection of U. §&. 


Generally speaking, American first- 
class mails are under the protection of 
the United States Government at all 
times, whether on the high seas or on 
the land. This protection on the sea, of 
course, amoufits to a guarantee against 
only those over whom the United States 
exercises sovereignty. Whenever the 
right comes in conflict with or is ques- 
tioned by the rights of nations, then the 
United States must resort to internation- 
al law and usage to determine just how 
far, if at all, a belligerent country can 
interfere. 

The United States can view no right of 
a belligerent as superior to our Own 
right or the right of the contractor in 
whose custody are the American mails. 

While the United States cannot be ex- 
pected to stand back of persons in this 
country who desire to evade the Brit- 
ish “‘constructive’’ blockade and smug- 
gle contraband into Germany through 
the first-class mail route, there is a ques- 
tion as to how far the United States 
would be willing to go in recognizing the

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IL IBOY SCOUTS HERE 


TO TRY 10 ENROLL 
19,000 MEMBERS 


Workers Will Attempt to Get 
Pledges for $16,000 a Year 
to Carry on Work. 


An effort to increase the membership 
in the Boy Scouts in St. Louis from 3000 
to 15,000, as part of a nation-wide move- 
ment for “preparedness,’’ will be made 
during the next two weeks by H. L, 
Wddy, National Field Scout Commission- 
er of New York, who is in St. Louis. 

At present there are 3000 Boy Scouts 
in the city, supported by about $5000 do- 
nated annually by a few individuals. The 
workers in the new campaign hope to 
laterest 1000 business and professional 
men in the movement and obtain pledges 
for at least $16,000 a year for carrying 
on the work. 

In the nation there are at present 
200,000 Boy Scouts and it is proposed to 
increase the number to 1,500,000. Eddy 
iold a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
that the first response of leading St. 
Louisans to the campaign call appears 
to indicate the success of the movement 
here. 

“This is the hiaaes movement for pre- 
paredness along the right line that there 
is in the country,’’ said Fddy, in speak- 
ing of the extension campaign of the 
Boy Scouts. ‘“‘Some people think ft is a 
military movement, but that is not the 
case. It ig a movement for prepared- 
ness for business, for professional work 
or for’ anything that may develop. If 
1t should turn out that the boy is com- 
pelled to defend his home—as all boys 
will—the Boy Scout movement will have 
the lead -on all other organizations in 
preparing future citizens to take care 
cf the home land. 

Big Development Here, 

“The Boy Scout movement has had a 
wonderful development in St. Louis, de- 
spite the fact that there has been no 
concerted, movement toward backing the 
organizations. The people here, as else- 
where, know what the boys can do. At 
times they can do more than the police 
in the way of keeping order in crowds, 
and I am told that the scouts made 
many friends by thefr work during the 
progress of the great Pageant and 
Masque. 

“The fraternal organizationg here have 
taken up the work of acting as big 
brothers to the Boy Scouts. There are 
branches of the organization that are 
looked after now by the Elks, the 
Knights of Columbus, the Knights of 
Pythias and other societies. In St. 
Louis the troops are all of the better 
class of boys, and for that matter it is 
well it is so as the boy from a home 
of wealth needs more contact with the 
world than he generally gets. 

“We hope, however, to extend the 
movement to the gang districts. People 
generally do not realize the powerF of the 
hoy gangs and the difficulty the police 
have in dealing with them. I was on a 
street car today with sevéral boy scouts. 
At one crossing there was a gang of 
boys who were pelting each person who 
left the cars stopping at that crossing, 
with snowballs. There were several 
women in the car who were afraid to 
leave the car. The Boy Scouts jumped 
out and simply told the boys of the 
gang that they ought to be ashamed of 
themselves. They told them that no de- 
cent boy would annoy a woman, and the 
snowballing stopped as if by magic. 

“Our expansion movement has for its 
first object the enlightenment of the pub- 
lic as to the Boy Scout work. Some 
people seem to think that it simply 
means keeping a boy off the street one 
night of the week when meetings are 
held. We wish to show that it helps 
home and school and even religious 
training. 

To Speak at Theaters. 

“During the next two weeks I have ar- 
ranged to speak for a moment at al- 
most all of the theaters and big mov- 
ing picture houses in the city: We will 
have speakers at the churches and at 
many of the leading clubs and organiza 
tions. We wish to correct some reports. 
For instance, it was reported to us that 
during the Post-Dispatch Christmas en- 
tertainment at the Coliseum that a Boy 
Scout had been holding a contribution 
box for his own benefit. We knew the 
boys had been working whole hearted- 
ly all day to aid the cause and we ran 
the case down and discovered an im- 
postor. No Boy Scout receives tips. He 
spurns money offered simply because he 
does a kindly deed. 

“But the alarmists say that the Boy 
Scouts are uniformed and that this 
alone leads to a fondness for war. That 
is absolutely false. The boys wear a 
uniform because we wish to have them 
in uniform. In a uniform the son of a 
millionaire and the son of a ‘poor man 
look the same and meet upon a basis 
of entire equality. They are taught 
neatness, order, dicipline, but their mill- 
tary training is no more than the train- 
ing given public school pupils in the fire 
drill. 

“On the other hand, the boys are 
taught how to take care of themselves. 
which 
should be called upon to defend their 
country. In the Spanish-American war 
more than one-half of the fatalities were 
due to a lack of sanitary precautions 
which would not be overlooked by any 
boy trained as ‘a scout. The boys do 
not carry guns of any kind and receive 
no training in shooting. Their training 
might help them to take up military 
work, but they receive no _ training 
toward that end unless training in com- 
mon sense methods of dealing with 
emergencies be so considered."’

Mountain Folk to Watch Burial 
Place of Dartmouth Man 
Hit by Shell. 


By Associated Press. 

PARIS, Jan. 1—The cross of war was 
pinned upon the French flag which 
covered the body of Richard Hall, a 
Dartmouth graduate, who was killed 
Christmas morning by a German shell, 
while driving an American ambulance on 
a steep, shell-endangered road near 
Hartmanns-Wellerkopf. 

A letter of condolence from Gen. Jof- 
fre, French Commander in Chief, has 
been sent to Robert Bacon, president of 
the committee of the America... Hospital 
at Neuilly 

Hall was buried in a crowded military 
cemetery. His grave bears the brief 
inscription: ‘‘Richard Hall, an Ameri- 
can, who died for France.”’ 


Describes Hall’s Death. 

A Piatt Andrews, Inspector-General in 
the American ambulance in the field, 
has returned to Paris from Alsace, 
where he attended the funeral of the 
young volunteer. He described Hall's 
death, his funeral and events attend- 
ing it. 

“Simple mountain people, in the only 
art of Germany where foreign soidiers 
are today, brought to the grave many | 
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| wreathe of native flowers and Christ- 
mas greens,” said Andrews. ““These peo- 
ple have lived now for nearly a year 
and a half in danger of thelr own lives 
and in daily contact with the dead and 
dying. But the sacrifice of this mod- 
est, devoted young American has found 
a place in their hearts and I was told 
by at least three families that they 
would keep flowers on the grave until 
the end of the war, when they hoped 
Hall's parents could visit it. 

“Iieall] was killed by a stray shell at a 
lonely turn in the road up the mountain, 
which German guns try intermittently 
to reach. His car was demolished and 
swept off the road. 

‘The funeral service was held in a lit- 
tle Protestant chapel, five miles down 
the valley, usually attended by officers 
and soldiers and natives of the valley, 
but today reserved for Hall and his 
comrades, as the soldiers were on duty 
cn the mountain crest, where a fierce 
fight for Hartmanns-Weilerkopf still was 
waging. — 

Ceoss of War Pinned On. 

“At the conclusion of the service, Hall's 
citation was read and the cross of war 
pinned on the coffin. The body was then 
carried to the cemetery by Lovering 
Hill, who commands his section, a 
French officer, an English officer and 
Stephen Gallati, R. Matter and Allyn 
Jennings, his comrades. His brother, 
Louis Hall, walked directly behind the 
coffin and 16 soldiers belonging to a 
battalion on leave from the trenches 
marched in file on each side with arms 


reversed.”’

Washington State was barely given 
scant expenses, but the greatest fvot- 
ball machine on the Pacific Coast tum- 
tled the overestimated Eastern linemen 
back five and six yards at a clip.

The pathetic spectacle of the iron- 
bound Ad Wolgast succumbing to a 
third-rater like Frankie Whitney 
must have been a shock to those who 
hate to see the former greats stick 
around until they are fourth-raters.

Time and a lot of hard 
wailoping have reduced him to a mere 
plodder in search of a day’s work. It 
is no cinch that Bat Nelson, from whom 
Ad won the title, couldn’t beat him or 
outlast him in a tong contest, now. 

Wolgast is given credit for one thing 
—he will fight his best as long as he 
ean lift a hand. 


Two Little Stars Eliminated. 


Two more once-greats have passed 
Gown the slope. They are Joe Mandot, 


the New Orleans lightweight. and Ed- 

die MeGoorty, the middleweight scrap- 
er. 

 Mandot succumbed to Benny Leonard 

in a New York bout. He was leading 
on points at the time the kayo was 
hung on his chin. 

McGoorty, however, was decisively 
beaten throughout his second mill with 
Les Darcy. He was scientifically worn 
down and out in the eighth round. It 
took Darcy 16 rounds to beat him, the 
first time they met. 

Both men have been title candidates 
in their respective classes. Mandot’s 
defeat was entirely unexpected. as he 
bas been going nicely of late. 

The calling off of the Willard-Fulton 
bout, as a championship affair, was a 
mercy to the public, which faced two 
months of distorted publicity and mis- 
representations. On the basis of a 10- 
round no-decision contest, which is to 
be a mere test for Fulton, the bout is 
legitimate. At that, $25,000 is a big 
purse to split for such a show. 

Willie Ritchie’s debut as a welter- 
weight was a poor one, although he is 
at last fighting at his true weight. Wil- 
lie did not look good before the dancing 
Ted Wewis, who is a clever boxer and 
fast. In a long fight Willie might show 
to better advantage, however. The con- 
test marked the rehabilitation of a long 
forgotten weight division. It should 
prove a popular one as under the 142- 
pound maximum may be included some 
of the stars who have been trying in 
vain to squeeze themselves into the 
lightweight class.

Olympic Games and America’s 
Cup Regatta. 


TITLE MEETS SCHEDULED 


Teams From All Over Country 
Will Be Sent to Champion- 
ships. This Season. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 1—While the Euro- 
pean war has killed all chances of in- 
ternational sports, competition on the 
Scale of the Olympic games and the 
America’s cup regatta, the coming year 
will not be without its intersectional and 
international contests. In fact, the indl- 


cations point to a wider range of sport 
meetings during 1916 than ever before 
in the history of amateur competition 
in this country. 

National championship contests are 
expected to draw entrants from all parts 
of the continent and with the interest 
of all sections bound up in the play of 
their respective contestants the dearth 
of international sports, planned for 1916, 
will be partially forgotten. The Pacific 
Coast will send a powerful and well- 
balanced tennis team to Eastern courts 
for several months of tournament play; 
Stanford University will enter a team 
in the intercollegiate track and field 
championships, and the winning crew in 
the ar Coast Intercollegiate regatta 
will row at Poughkeepsie. 


Japs Are Coming Over. 


An Eastern polo team will play in the 
Middle and Far West, while one or 
more from these sections will compete 
in the national championships later in 
the summer, ith the coming of au- 
tumn intersectional football games will 
be more frequent than ever, the South, 
East, Middle and Far West elevens 
meeting in numerous gridiron contests. 

The outlook for international meets is 
not so promising, although there will be 
some events along these lines. The 
baseball team of Waseda University 
of Japan will tour the country, playing 
the leading college nines; several Aus- 
tralian boxers are already planning to 
invade the States; Christian Mathewson, 
the world’s champion skater, is expecte 
to compete against the leading profes- 
sional speed skaters of America during 
the winter; an all-Hawaltian polo team 
will play in the East next spring; sev- 
eral South American rifle teams are 
planning to shoot in the national tour- 
naments and the invasion of the United 
States by a large track and field team 
from at least one foreign nation is a 
possibility.

NEW YORK, Jan. 1.—Obviously the 
biggest and best automobile show 
ever is on at the Grand Central Pal- 
ace with 200 cars that leap in price 
from $350 to goodness knows what. 

The development in automobile 
making places the present exhibition 
which opened yesterday high above 
any of the other 15 shows that have 
preceded it, while the greater num- 
ber of cars are much lower in price 
than they were in previous years. 

The attendance is heavier than it 
has been before, and &. A. Miles, gen- 
eral manager of the exhibition, says 
that with properity so widely ex- 
tended this year should be the great- 
est in the automobile Iine that the 
business could hope. 

The show is under the auspices of 
the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce and occupies the first, sec- 
ond, third and fourth floors of the 
Palace. In addition to cars of unique 
designs and fittings there is a com- 
plete display of the accessories. The 
place is tastefully decorated in ma- 
roon, blue and gold. 

One of the exhibits which first 
attracts the visitor is a gold chassis 
of the Studebaker. To make. this 
$25,000 was spent. 


350 Ounces of Gold Used. 


The Studebaker folk, 
more than 350 ounces of 14-kKarat 
wold in the finish of nearly 400 
parts in the construction of the car, 
have thig item of their exhibit 
guarded by four or five trusted men 
who work under orders to nab the 
first person who tries to chip off 
any part of the machine for a sou- 
venir.

Edwin 
Booth played Iago during one of Sal- 
vint's American tours and it is said he 
was actually afraid of the raging trage- 
dian. He always cautioned those who

Saivini toured the United States seven 
times. On one of his last tours of 
Kurope he played in St. Petersburg. 
After the play the public waited outside 
the theater for him until 2 o’clock in the 
morning with the temperature 29 degrees 
below zero. The crowds then escorted 
him through the street like a conquering 
hero to the palace of Prince Viadimir, 
where he was a guest. 

Salvini was born in Milan in 1829 and 
acted as a child with his father. He ce- 
serted the stage temporarily at the age 
of 20 to fight for Italian independence in 
the revolution under Garibaldi. He 
served as a Corporal at the siege of 
Rome. When the war was over he re- 
turned to his art, joining the famous 
Adelaide Ristori’s company. At the age 
of 27 he was celebrated throughout iu- 
rope. He made his first visit to the 
United States in 1875. 

On the eightié€th anniversary, of Sal- 
vini's birth the Italian people held a 
national jubilee. The Government struck 
off and presented him a commemorative 
The city of Rome honored him 
He retired from active 
staxue life in 193. His sun, Gustavo, then 
was the only representative of his 
pranch: of the family on the stage. An- 
other son, Alessandro, an actor of prom- 
ise, had died several years before.

CLARK'S FRIENDS 


SAY HE WILL NOT 
OPPOSE. WILSON 


Speaker to Refuse to Be Candi- 
date Unless President Does 
Not Desire Second Term. 


By Lensed Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—The World this 
morning prints the following dispatch 

from Washington: 
“Friends of Speaker Champ Clark to- 


day discussed the stories recently pub- 
lished of af proposed coalition between 


the Speakér and William J. Bryan to 


elbow President Wilson out f the nomi- 


nation af the forthcoming Democratic 


National convention. 

“While Clark has denied the story 
from New Orleans, placing himself defi- 
nitely and iinally on record in favor of 
giving Mr. Wilson a second nomination 
and standing squarely with him on the 
preparedness issue, the Speaker's friends 
say there is but one contingency in 
which the Missourian would accept the 
nomination. It is this: 

“If President Wilson should see fit to 
announce formally chat he does not 
desire snother term, and Bryan would 
state publicly that he desired to square 
his account with Speakcr Clark for hav- 
ing snatched the nomination from his 
hand at Baltimore in 1912, then the 
Speaker would be pleased to head the 
Democratic ticket in 1916. This would 
give the Missourian the support of 
President \\*'son and his friends, as 
well as that of the Nebraskan and his 
following on party~ranks, which is still 
believed to be considerable. 

“Under no circumstances w'll Speaker 
Clark consent t. make a fight against 
President Wilson's nomination, his 
friends sa- So far as the President is 
concerned, Speaker Clark has buried the 
memories of the 1912 co:.ention. He did 
not chavge Mr, Wilson with responsi- 
bility for ‘is downfall in that coiven- 
tion, and when he buried the hatchet 
it Was’ planted deep and. the eartn 
packed over it. 

“Some of the Speaker's friends goto 
the extent of. declaring that the Mis- 
sourian would not accept the vresidency 
at the expense of a reconciliation with 
Bryan, and certainly not unless the Ne- 
braskan took the initiative and acknow!l- 
edged publicly and. formally that he 
‘double-crossed’ the Speaker in 1912. 
They do not think there is even the re- 
motest possjbility of a reconciliation be- 
tween the two men on any such basis, 
especially in view of Mr. Clark’s formal 
announcement that he stands behind the 
preparedness program.”’

in farmers’ hands is largely in ex- 
cess:.Of last year, cespite the fact that 
the movement of wheat to primary 
marketg has exceeded all records in 
the history of the country. 


Supplies Must Teil. 


Sooner or later these supplies must 
tell, especially when values are ad- 
vanced on such news as was used 
late last week the announcement 
that wheat ipments would, be 
routed around Cape Horn, rather than 
through the Suez Canal, and that this 
would mean a delay of three weeks 
in delivery, increase freight rates, 
and force foreign buying.to the more 
available American market.

Poultrymen Who Market Prod- 
uct by Co-Operative System . 
Profit by Following Rules. 


Co-operative organizations knowns as 
‘eee circles,”’ 


of until about a year ago, are already 
playing an important part in the poul- 
try raising industry of certain sections. 
Briefly defined, an eg¢ circle is an or- 
ganization of farm poultrymen who 


|4gree to market only eggs of high 


standard, pooling them in order to mar- 
ket them more advantageously. 

One such odrganization that has made 
& conspicuous success is the “Qual- 
ity Egg Circle’ of Lyon County, Kan., 
This club is in fact a federation of 
neighborhood egg circles with headquar- 
ters and a central orgaPization at Em- 
poria. By adopting and enforcing a very 
strict code of rules and regulations, 
the quality of the eggs is kept up to 
the highest standard and this fact is 
making it easy to find a market, several 
cents a dozen higher than loéal prices. 

The regulations of the organization 
provide that eggs must _be gathered 
at least once a day ordinarily, and twice 
On Very cold or very warm days. They 
dry 
place until marketed, which is ta, be 
done at least twice a week. Every 
member must agree to pen up or in 
some other way get rid of all males 
during the summer season, beginning 
June 6 and ending Sept. 1 


At first thought it may seem that 
these regulations would be difficult to 


enforce, but by the system of records 
kept, this is simplified. Every member 
of the organization is provided with an 
individual stamp. Every egg must be 
stamped with the member’s number, 
which makes it an easy matter to trace 
bad eggs to the farms from which they

substantial ald would be to make. 
rovision for reasonable room in the 
yprooders and coops ang keep them 
clean, 


Best to Set Several 
Hens at Same Time 


When hens are to de the hatching it 
is a good pian to set as many of then: 
as possible at one time. Then in about 
five days or a week test the egus for 
fertility, removing all infertile ones. The 
fertile eggs may then be combined tnia 
+few sittings, while fresh eggs may be 
given to those hens left without eggs. 
There are two advantages in folléwing 
out this practice of testing. First» the 
infertile eggs tested out early may bo 
used as feed for new chicks, The few’ 
days of incubation will net have Hert 
them for this purpose. They should be “4 
hard boiled and shell and all mixed vo 
together In feeding. The second 
tage ie that the sitting hens 
kept at work toe their full 
When sitting hens are scarce or, 
large numbers of early chicks are 
ed and the time ite short, this 
will be of considerable help, 
shipped out by express.

Clean eggs of uniform color and weigh- 
ing 24 otinces to the dozen, are included 
in the first grade, if packed In neat 
cartons. The second grade takes in 
eggs that weigh no less than 21 ounces 
per dozen, and neatly packed. By keep- 
ing the quality of the eggs up to a high 
standard a reputation has been built up 
and a first-class trade is being served, 
among the buyers being the Harvey 
eating house system of the Santa Fe 


Railroa hotels, reatatirants, etc., all 
of whorh.are willing to pay a good 


premium for the product if it is de- 
pendable. 

The organization early realized the 
value of advertising and all cases of 
eggs sent out are conspicuously lettered 
with the company’s name. Other ad- 
vertising material is sent out with the 
eggs, calling attention to their quality, 
and other good features. in short, the 
organization is wisely applying modern 
business methods, and as is to be ex- 
pected, they are making the vyenture 
pay. 


|Many Chicks Die in 
Overcrowded Broeders 


Nature has her own way of even- 
ing things up, What we refer to in 
this instance is the overcrowding of 
chicks in brooders or elsewhere 
when quite young. When 100 chicks 
are crowded into a e@pace only large 
enough for 60 it is pretty certain 
that nature will thin them otit by the 
usual methods of indigestion and of 
colds resulting from being over- 
heated and crowded too much.

could. be foreclosed that the deed of 
trust and notes should be produced 
and exhibitej to the trustee, and be- 
fore a trustee’s deed could be re- 
corded it was necessary to produce 
the deed of trust and notes to the 
Recorier of Deeds, who should certify 
thereon that the deed of trust had 
been foreclosed. 

The Exchange also had introduced 
two bills, one relating to the recog- 
nition of the registration certificates 
issued to corporations upon compli- 
ance with the State law, so that 
titles to property would not be re- 
ported upon the contingency that the 
corporation owning the property had 
complied with such State law; the 
other provided that in landlord sum- 
mons suits for possession of prop- 
erty, that where the summons could 
not be served in the usual method 
and personal service could not be 
had upon the defendant, that a copy 
of the demand and summons could 
be posted upon the premises. This 
would make it possible to evict many 
tenants who evade service. 

Owing to the strenuous prohibition 
campaign being conducted in Jeffer- 
son City it was impossible to et 
active service upon these bills. Be- 
sides these many other measures 
were oppose4 which would simply add 
burdens to property owners without 
anv consequent benefit to them. 

The Real Estate Exchange has al- 
ways taken Sa: active interest in legis- 
lative affairs, keeping ‘close scrutiny on 
all bills introduced in the Board of Al- 
dermen. During the last year the ex- 
change has taken action on the follow- 
ing bills: 

Billie Acted Upon by the Exchange. 

It opposed Board bill No. 50, providing 
for the creation of a Municipal Elec- 
trical Inspection Department and the 
appointment of a ghief electrical inspec- 
ror. This work has been previously 
done by the Fire Prevention Bureau for 
the insurance companies. This work 
was done satisfactorily and at a reason- 
able cost by the Fire Prevention Bu- 
reau, and for that reason the bill was 
opposed bythe Exchange. The bill 
passed, however, over the objection of 
the Exchange. 

The Exchange also took an active in- 
terest to defeat Board bill No. 33, pro- 
viding for the extension of the city fire 
limits to tnclude nearly the entire city 
except a small district in the northwest 
and southwest sections. This bill has 
never been reported out of the commit-

PROBLEM: HOW TO SAVE 


Pac FACE cPriti NAVE REACHED MIDDLE ‘LITE 


Medical science has reduced infant mortality to a low figure while the death rate 
for those wino have passed forty steadily mounts — Causes discussed by an expert. 


CIENCE has accom 
plished wonderful and 
beautiful results in 
lessening infant mor 
tality. But while oc- 
ecuplied in preventing 
the slaughter of the 

innocents, it has, in numbers 
more and more appalling, 
abandoned to massacre by dis 
ease society's most valuable 
members—the men and women 
above 40 years of age who have 


reached their prime of useful- 
ness to the community. 

This is the arresting assertion 
made by Dr. E.. H. Lewinski- 
Corwin, executive 
the Public Health Committee of 
the New York Academy of Medi- 
cine. 

In the last 30 years, he as- 
serts, the mortality rate in this 
country has increased at least 20 per cent among persons above the age of 
40. This sounds like a paradox, he admits, because statistics show that the 
general death rate decreased from 19.8 persons per thousand in 1880, to 13.9 
in 1912. But the two facts may be readily reconciled. Science has so im- 
mensely increased the number of persons who survive infancy and 
adolescence as to overbalance the great enhancement of the death rate 
ameng persons of middle age. 


He points out that the diseases which science 
umphant in opposing are the diseases of infancy, child- 
hood and early adolescence—such as measles, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, diarrhoea and enteritis, tuberculosis 
and typhoid fever: while the diseases of middle age 
have almost as appreciably increased their ravages 
cancer, apoplexy, heart failure, Bright's disease, dia- 
betes and diseases of the bleod vessels. 

“A really effective battle for public health will be- 
gin,” says Dr. Lewinski-Corwin in a recent article, 
“when the general public becomes thoroughly apprised 
of the great wastage of human life and national eff- 
ciency that is taking place in middle life. 

“The mean death rate among persons above 40 
years of age in the registration area was 29.85 in 1900, 
and 30.74 in 1910, an inerease of 3 per cent in. one 
decade! During the 35 years since 1880 the death rate Sah 
among persons of the age of 40 and over increased % 
21.2 per cent in Massachusetts and New Jersey, states 
for which adequate data are available. 

“Careful governmental and  0private statistical 
studies have established, beyond doubt, that the com- 
paratively higher tendency of mortality begins in mid- 
die life, and is already strikingly noticeable at the age 
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The mortality rate after 40 years hans 
increased 20 per cent in the 
last 320 years,

er-effects. Medical science re 
cords a great many instances 
where renal, cardiac, vascular 


and other troubles follow .in the 
wake of the acute infections of 
early life. 

“This contribution to our un- 
derstanding of the phenomenon 
in question is of great interest 
and importance, but meets the 
problem in part only. The dis- 
eases of the higher age groups 
have frequently been the natural 
sequence of @e early infectious 
diseases ever since these infections came into existence.” 

Why the rate in the so-called terminal diseases should have increased 
when the primary causative fevers have declined in frequency is a question 
to which the writer says the sociologist and hygienist offer the true answer. 

“Ij] adaptation to a changing, exacting and unwholesome environment, 
plus the unhygienic habits and faulty nutrition of the masses,” explains 
he, “are responsible for the early formation of new, or the early aggrava- 
tion of latent, lesions of the vital organs of the body. 

“The ever-growing speed and tension of our life, the insanitary condi- 
tions under which we live, work and play, the un- 
wholesome tendency of extreme specialization and 
standardization, the constantly occurring industrial 
changes and displacements which, in connection with 
internal migrations, rural exodus and foreign immi- 
gration, produce appallingly large numbers of misfits; 
together with ignorance, intemperance and immoral- 
ity—all and every one of them contribute towards 
health decadence and wastage of life. 

“There are at least three theories offered in ex- 
planation. The selection theory attributes the in- 
‘crease in death rates in the higher age groups to the 
fact that the saving of lives in infancy and child- 
hood has added to the population a great number of 
weaklings with less than the average resistance and 
vitality. eo 

“This explanation looks plausible, but does not 
stand criticism; and is based on specious grounds. 
First of all, baby saving and child welfare campaigns 
are of so recent origin that they could not have had 
any influence on the death rates of people who at the 
present time come within the age groups under 
‘consideration.

“The experience of life insurance ‘tempanies eonfirms the inferences 
which are to be drawn from official mortality reports. Students of this 
grave sociological phenomenon estimate that in the last 30 years the 
mortality rate of this country has increased at least 20 per cent among 
people above the age of 40, and that the increase has not’ yet reached a 
culmination point, as deaths from degenerative maladies are increasing 
from year to year. 

“A million instances could be cited to show that a man is at his best 
between the ages of 40 and 65. A symposium in a German paper two 
years ago showed what a fine fellow was the man of 50. Dr. Stephen Smith, 
at 92, not long ago gave his recipe for a worth-while longevity before the 
National Conference on Race Betterment at Batile Creek, Mich. ‘Live in 
the present,’ he said. ‘Associate with the voung. Refrain from remin- 
iscences.’ 


“J. Pierpont Morgan did his greatest work after 55. Edison, at 68. 
is at the zenith of his fame, and, not to strain the point, George Washing- 
ton was 43 when he began his fight to free our country. 

“The youngest President of the United States was 42 when he was 
inaugurated, and, with five exceptions, all the rest were between 50 and 65. 
The world’s greatest writers, musicians and actors have practically all 
done their best work after 40. 


“These impairments caused by the common contagious diseases form 
the basis of the second hypothesis, which I will designate as the medical 
theory. The essence of it is contained in the terse sentence of one writer 
to the effect that the organism at 40 is little more than what the preceding 


“Again, modern preventive measures shield many 
people from various fevers common to childhood, 
which very frequently enfeeble the body and make it more susceptible to 
diseases of later aga 

As showing sciéenece’s success in dealing with diseases of childhood 
and youth, he points out that since 1901 the death rate from diphtheria 
has dropped almost 40 per cent; and that of enteritis and diarrhoea, in 
children under two years of age, declined 33 per cent. The typhoid fever 
rate of 1912 was half that of the average annual rate in the five years 
from 1901 to 1905. 

But on the other hand, steady and considerable increases have been 
noted in the diseases of middie age. in the registration area of the 
United States, which covers 65 per cent of its territory, cancer in 1912 
killed 46,531: apoplexy, 45,753: heart disease, 86,179, and Bright's disease, 
55.765. Te get the total for the country, these figures should be increased 
one-third. 


“To sum up the conditions that confronts us,” he concludes, “the 
diseases showing steady increase are not the diseases of early life. They 
are the ones that attack us later. It is quite natural, some will say, that 
if by prevention and skillful medical attendance we cut down the deaths 
of childhood, they must increase in old age, as we cannot escape death. 
Yes: but does the increase from diseases of the heart, blood vessels, 
kidneys and brain stand in any such natural causative relation? Does 
the natural inerease in the death rates begin in the later age groups, past 
the productive period of life, when senility sets in” 

“Unfortunately not, and this is a most scathing arraignment of our 
modern nerve-and-health-wrecking civilization.” ; 


How Nature Provides a 


old maxim that dae aan te first law of nature is com- 
monplace, and some instances of its truth have 
recently been cited by Benjamin C. Gruenberg, 6 voted naturalist. 
Kxzeerpts from one of his articles on the subject follow: 

‘*Contraction under stimulation is a common thing among living beings. 
The sea-anemone shows a amount of contraction when disturbe:|;

‘The sensitive plant,’ quickly den- 
bles up its leaflets and drops the leaves when disturbed by a slight jar or 
quick touch. The ‘use’ of this movement has been discuss*d by many ob- 
servers and thinkers; but it is not necessary for us to assume that the move- 
mest is of any real value to the plant. Thus, during rain, the plant sheds 
the water better, with the leaves in this position. But hundreds of plants 
with similar leaves have no difficulty about shedding rain without being so 
sensitive. Many plants (clever, oxalis, and others) drop their leaflets in the 
dark, in 2 few minutes.

Careful 
experiments show that the color changes are produced by a response to tem- 
perature changes, or by the intensity of the illumination, rather than by 
the color of the background. ‘That these changes are protective may never- 
theless be true, since to a large extent the amount of light or heat in a given 
situation may correspond to the colors. This possibility is supported by the 
curious fact that while the Anolis quickly changes color to match that of a 
natural background, it dees not respond te the color of a background colored 
with aniline dyes. | 

‘*Manv animals belonging to different classes are just as sensitive to the 
eolors of the surroundings, and respond by a change of body eolor. A 
these are species of reptiles other than the ‘chameleons,’ amphibians, like 
the tree toad and the leopard frog, many fishes and molluses of the cuttlefish 
family. Experiments with many fishes show that the change in color can 
in Bo way be interpreted as ‘voluntary,’ at least in certain species. For 
pr im some fish the color changes take place just the same after the 
animal has been blinded. Or a quick slap will produce the same effect as a 
rapid change in the temperature of the water, or the passing of a shadow. 
In some fish the color changes are produced by simply shaking a stick in 
front of the fish. Im many situations, however, these color changes may be 
protective, even though they are mot necessarily protective adaptations in 
all cases.

The Treasury Department alone pays 
its operatives in wages and expenses about three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars a year. Among some of the 
items are $200,000 annually paid to customs detectives: 
$161.000 to the Secret Service—meaning the govern- 
mental branch known by this name and not the whole 
system, and $175,000 to the inspectors charged with 
enforcing the opium laws. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission: pays its agents the sum of $775,000 a year. 

Whenever a foreign troublemaker, with money in his 
pockets.or violence in his plans, walks down the gang: 
way of an ocean liner in New York, an Americar. 
“shadow” is waiting on the wharf to track him to his 
hotel or follow him,.across the continent. 


It has been so ever since the European war began. 
The American “shadow,” invisible, intelligent, persis- 
tent and patient, is without an equal in the world. 
Seemingly, he is a compound of the Indian and the 
white man at their best. If he vanishes, a ready sub- 
stitute takes his place. 

Perhaps the daily reports of the “shadows” in the 
service of the National Government, as they bear upon 
the transactions of alien and naturalized plotters and 
disturbers, will never be known, even in their essence, 
to the public. They are locked in 
the secret archives of Washington. 
Few are the eyes which have seen 
them. Published, they might dan- 
rerously arouse or enrage the na- 
tion. 

But the names are there, in ink 
and on paper that are lasting. The 
whole record has been written out 
by American detectives while events 
shaped themselves. As the days go 
by, the record will be continued. The 
“shadow” does not sleep. He never 
grows weary. His feet are forever 
on the trail. Moreover, his pen each 
night is active. 

It may- be called bad-mannered and 
impolitic, when one is found out, to 
follow at the heels of a diplomatist: 
but the movements of aliens, high 
and tow, uniformed and medaled, or 
self-effaced in overalls and jumpers, 
have been watched in this country 
ever since Europe drew its sword and 
tried to whet it on the rest of the 
universe. 

Flynn may not tell the story, nor 
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now. That is one of his habits and professional char- 
acteristics. ‘“‘He never forgets and he never gives up,” 
s another proverb about Flynn. 

He toiled seven years—‘steadily hammering,” as he 
aconically explains—at a wonderfully organized band 
of Italian blackmailers, counterfeiters and assassins. He 
got them, one after the other, the small fry first and

and testimony gave them prison terms 
ranging from 15 to 30 years. 

“It is always a battle of wits.” is 
the condensed description he gives 
of manifold efforts to “apprehend 
criminals,” two favorite words from 
the United States statutes with which 
he often. enriches his vocabulary.

Fivynn learned to be a stone- 
eutter. Later he turned plumber and 
had a shop of his.own, which he sold 
that he might prepare himself for a 
berth in the secret service Counter- 
feiters, waiting for trial, were kept at 
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Much in earnest and having talent, besides, 
lynn rose rapidly in the secret service, and in no 
great while was put in charge of the work in New 
York. He became Chief, with headquarters at the 
national capital, in December, 1912. 


Bielaski belongs to an entirely different type 

from Flynn. The Bielaskis are Methodists. The 

father of the young detective was a preacher and had 

charges in Maryland, West Virginia, Pennsylvania and 

the District of Columbia. There were preachers, too. on 
the other side of the family. 


After graduating at the business high school in Wash- 
ington, some 14 years ago, Bielaski went into the Gov- 
ernment printing office as a laborer. A laborer. in 
any of the departments at Washington, is a person who 
has not passed a civil service examination. His salary® 
is low and his duties various. Often he writes in books 
like a regular clerk. . Bielaski made headway, attended 
law lectures at George Washington University and played 
baseball. . 

Each Government department has a ball club of its 
own. All of the clubs form a league. Bielaski played 
so well for the printers that he was transferred. still as 
a laborer, to the Department of Justice, not because of 
general merit but for the reason that the ball team of 
that department needed his services. 


In the course of time he became a fulkfledged clerk and 
was put to work in the division of investigators or 
examiners. The examiners of the Department of Justice 
travel over the country and scrutinize the accounts and 
behavior of Uncle Sam's employes in the Federal courts. 
In a few years Bielaski rose to be superintendent of 
the department's Bureau of Investigation. 


While Col. Roosevelt was President, members of Con- 
gress were greatly incensed and even chrown into a 
panic by a very confidential and mysterious report that 
they were being professionally observed by the secret 
service, 

Their lives, so they were told, were being investigated. 
both at home and in Washington. When they went forth 
after dark, they were assured, a “shadow” noted their 
goings and comings and all the stops intervening. If 
they called or were called on, names, and if not names. 
then descriptions, were carefully written down and trans- 
mitted, presumably, to Mr. Roosevelt. 

What the members of Congress heard was not true. 
except in the cases of those who were publicly charged 
with doing unlawful acts. Nevertheless, Congress re- 
fused to appropriate any more money for the secret serv- 
ice unless its activities were confined entirely to the 
prevention of counterfeiting, the capture of counter- 
feiters and the protection of the person of the President 
of the United States. — 

Since that time, about six years ago, the secret serv- 
ice has been somewhat reduced. But a new detective 
force has been rapidly built up in the Department of 
Justice. Flynn, Chief of the secret service, is probably 
being used now on work in nowise connected with 
cotinterfeiting, because he is the ablest, most resourceful 
and most suecessful detective in the employment of the 
National Government 


The bureau of which Bielaski is chief has several di- 
visions and is even more mysterious than the secret 
It has men in all large cities and special men 
in smaller places, who are open to call by the Govern- 
ment. They are not known to one another, and if 
any of them tries to exploit himself in the newspapers 
he is dismissed summarily.

ANY stories of the sagacity and 
faithfuiness of dogs belonging 
to soldiers in the European 
trenches have been told, but 
the following in many respects is the 
best of the lot. It was brought to this 
country by the Rev. J. J. Billingsley. 
pastor of 8t. Stephen's M. E. Church en 
New York City. and is as follows in his 
aden words: 
4 MAN (Sergt. Jacquimin 
of Third Regiment Zou- 
aves) from Chambray, 
in Savoie, had enlisted 
in the French army as 
a Zouave, and was sta- 
tioned in Algiers at the 
outbreak of the war. When his regiment 
was ordered to,France and embarked on 
the transport, a dog (named Fend l'aire) 
was left behind for ostensible reasons. 
But just as the ship moved away from the 
dock the dog was Seen swimming out to 
the ship, following his master, who was 
aboard. It goes without saying that he 
was at once taken aboard, and became a 
popular favorite. 
“Arriving in France, the regiment to 
which the Zouave belonged was sent by 
rail to the front. As dogs are not al- 
lowed on military trains. and as dogs 
cannot be cared for in army life, espe- 
cially in trench life, the dog was left be- 
hind a second time. But when the train 
reached its destination in Belgium and 
the soldiers poured out of the coaches, the 
dog surprised everybody by jumping out 
of a box car, leaping and jumping about 
his master in great glee. How he boarded 
that train is a secret that belongs to the 
dog, but he did it and kept an eve on his 
master until he left the train. 
“Through the days and weeks following 
the dog was with his master in all the 
vicissitudes of those embattled times, ac-

““At the railway station the Zouave 
begged to take his dog along, and told 
his story; but the field officer, touched 
though he was, could not take it upon 
himself to send the dog on a military 
train. The distress of man and beast was 
so great that more than one nurse had 
tears in her eyes as the train pulled out. 

“*Thev tried to pet the dog, dubbed 
him ‘lue-Boches (Kill-Germans), offered 
him. dog delicacies of all sorts, but in 
vain. He refused all food and remained 
for two days “sad to death.” Then some- 
one went to the American hospital, told 
how the dog saved the Zouave, and the 
upshot of it was that the faithful animal, 
duly combed and passed through the dis- 
infecting room, was admitted to the hos- 
pital and recovered both his master and 
his appetite.’ 

“At the decoration of the Zouave with 
the French Military Medal of Honor, 
which took place publicly in the Hos- 
pital, the dog is shown looking over his 
back at the photographer. The soldier 
is standing with crutches, the dog at his 
feet.” 

The refusal of the French military 
authorities to permit dogs at the front 
in certain localities is not reflected else- 
where in the battle lines. The Belgians 
frequently use dogs as beasts of burden 
to draw light carts and, in the army, to 
transport light machine guns. The ani- 
mals can be trained to a remarkable sa- 
gacity. They not only are “ourageous 
under fire, but they are also very dis- 
ereet. A well trained dog can be of vast 
help on a picket line, keeping silent ex- 
cept upon the approach of an enemy and 
then giving tongue. There are countless 
stories of how one has given the alarm 
when stealthy night attacks were being 
made and it is not reasonable to suppose 
that all of them are without foundation. 


If a woman living in this country buys 
a pearl necklace or a sable coa‘ in Paris, 
London, Berlin or Vienna, a customs de- 
tective (though he may cal! himself a spe- 
clal agent, an investigator, an inspector 
or what not) learns of it, there on the 
spot. A letter or a cablegram brings the 
news to this side of the Atlantic. What 
follows needs not to be gone into here at 
any length. The woman pays, either in 
New York. when she lands, or, as has 
happened more than once, at her home in 
the West. 
There is in the Treasury also a thor- 
oughly organized corps of accounting and 
financial detectives, whose duty it is to 
see that national bankers obey the laws 
enacted for their government and the 
conduct of their business.

branches at different points throughout the State; at 
these points they made their bank notes redeemable, so, 
to procure the gold for this issue, presentation at the 
several points was necessary. These branches, in some 
instances, were located at towns in remote parts of the 
State, and, as in those days railroad communication was 
much less common than now, it sometimes became a 
matter of considerable inconvenience to make such pres- 
entation. The other St. Louis banks and bankers, there- 
fore, as a matter of economy and convenience, adopted 
the plan of exchange between themselves of this cur- 
rency held—one bank taking what was payable in one 
section and another that which was made payable in 
other neighboring localities: the currency was then held 
until a sufficient amount was on hand to justify the 
sending of same, by messenger, for redemption. 

“This was easy enough when the town to be visited 
was on the line of a railroad, with express company fa- 
cilities; quite different, however, with places without 
railroad or express company, in some cases reached only 
by a 50 to 60 mile stage coach ride. 


“The scheme with such towns was to express the cur- 
rency to the nearest point thereto having an express 
company office, addressed to the messenger who was to 
go out on the errand of gold collecting and sending 
thereto by mail, for his identification, the messenger’s 
signature. The messenger would follow, and in due 
course would apply for the package, take it to the place 
of redemption, get the gold and send it back to St. Louis 
through the same channel. 


“The transaction was a perfectly reasonable and equi- 
table one, but this was not conceded by the branch banks 
and a feeling arose to the effect that the city banks were 
raiding the country towns and robbing them of their 
gold. In some of these towns this impression grew quite 
intense, violence was

TRAVELER through the village of Modoc, 
on the Iron Mountain Railroad just 
low Prairie du Rocher, lil, on any balmy, 
sunny morning, will observe a peculiar 
aroma in the atmosphere. The 
smell, it is said. often recalls memories 
lost to all the other faculties. If so, this 
peculiar odor—if the traveler lived in the country when 
he vas a boy—is likely to stir up acute reminders. 

It will probably .recall that celebrated occasion when 
he set a steel trap under the granary in the hope of 
snaring a rat and when, on the next morning, he ran 
hastily to see what the trap had caught. It was « haste 
he afterwards regretted. Through it he became a social 
pariah around the place for several days. E) his own 
kith and kin turned up their noses at him. ‘Wherever 
he went the air was permeated 
with the same aroma that is now 
assailing his nostrils. It is an un- 
mistakable -aroma—one might say 
a distinctive one. It is the odor of 
the festive polecat. 

The polecat or skunk, is a play- 
ful, affectionate little creature, with 
beautiful black and white fur, an 
inquisitive disposition and a super- 
abundance of animal spirits. Its 
hide is valued for its fine fur; its 
fat for a kind of grease well known 
in rural districts, and its two 
glands secrete what is Known as 
civet. oil. Civet oil, in its culti- 
vated state, Is used as a “fixer” 
for delicate perfumes. In its 
natural state, civet oil is a perfume that 
would searcely be called delicate. In fact, 
it is about the most undelicate perfume im-

aginable, as anybody can testify who has 
encountered it unexpectedly at first hand. 
That more or less of the scent of crude 


civet oil should perpetually hover over, 
through and around the village of Modoc 
is scarcely surprising when it is mentioned 
that in an enclosure of ‘five acres near the 
place there are something like 1400 captive 
polecats. It is one of the most populous 
skunk settlements in America. Here the 
skunk not an unwelcome guest. His 
presence means several thousands of dol- 
lars a year im revenue. Moreover, nobody 
minds a more or less permanent odor, as 
witness those who live in Chicago, or in 
Armourdale, Kan., or on our own downtown 
river front when the wind is strong from 
the northeast. One can get used to any- 
thing-stockyards or skunk farms. 

The Modoc skunk farm is the property of 
two brothers, F. A. and Ulysses S. Thompson. 
KF, A. spends most of his time in St. Louis. 
Ulysses S., who is the Modoc barber and 
town Marshal, looks after the farm. Thanks 
to their 1400 pets, the brothers are the 
nabobs, the plutocrats of the village. The 
polecat is a visible, tangible asset—easily 
convertable into cold, unaromatic cash. 

The Thompson brothers were natural 
trappers and, up to a few years ago, counted 
upon their catch of. fur-bearing animals for 
an important part of their income.

He is extremely careful to keep his own per-'< 
son free from the taint, for, otherwise, he would find it 
impossible to creep upon the small animals that are his 
legitimate prey and he would be continually betraying 
himself to larger animals that prey on him. He can 
live for weeks tnder a house without the human oceu- 
pants getting the slightest sensory evidence of his pres- 
ence, or he can trot along 10 feet away from one with- 
out the nose revealing his dangerous proximity.

the trapper’s viewpoint, as a skunk is worth 
anywhere from $3 to $6.50, depending upon 
the markings. But skunks were getting scarce. The 
trouble and expense of catching them almost ate up the 
profits. So the Thompsons hit upon the bright idea of 
raising their own skunks. 

Three years ago, they captured one male and five 
female polecats, all of “three-quarter” markings, that is 
to say, with stripes running more than half way down 
the back. These they enclosed in a chicken-tight wire 
fence, with an upper fringe of galvanized wire 26 inches 
high, to prevent the captives from escaping. The fence 
extended in a semicircle, its back being a high, rocky 
bluff. The ground was of rock, so that the skunks could 
neither climb out nor dig out. 

Skunks breed rapidly and produce from six to*ten 
young at a litter. New captives were added to the 
originals as rapidly as they could 


be taken. Thus in three years the 
total grew into well over a thou- 
sand. 


The cost of feeding them is small. 
They enjoy carrion and every dead 
horse in the neighborhood ulti- 
mately finds its way into one of 
their two corrals—there are two 
of them now—the hide of the horse . 
selling for enough to pay the cost 
of the careass. In adition there is 
a ration of chopped corn, which 
costs about $250 a year. Also, 
when a skunk has been skinned 
and its fat removed, the rest of its 
-body is thrown into the corral and 
is esteemed by the surviving rela- 
tives of the deceased as a highly 
palatable morsel.

The liquid is distilled within the body and is carried 
through long tubes to two small tapsules imbedded in 
the thick muscles at the root of the tail. The animal 
can discharge either or both capsules at will, and his 
aim is astonishingly accurate. One would never think 
it, but he is very miserly with this fluid. He will not 
waste it and will even try all kinds of bluffs to avoid 
using it. With animals anywhere near his own size, 
the skunk prefers to fight with tooth and claw. The 
conclusion, when one is in the neighborhood of a skunk’s 
recent operations, that be has fired all the oil in the 
universe is premature. It smelis 
that way, however, and this is a 
pardonable error. 

When at large the skunk finds 
mice, gophers, worms, inseets and 
reptiles acceptable fagd. while his 
favorite dish is a grasshopper. Oc- 
casionally he raids a henhouse, but 
most of such depredations usually 
attributed to him are actually com- 
mitted by his cousins, the mink and 
weasel, and his archenomy, the fox.

NCLE SAM has just made his first 
modest venture in the businesg of 
supplying, himself with a fleet of 
dirigible war balloons. It is true 
that his air navy consists so far of 
just one dirigible, and that it is only 
about half as large as the big Zep- 
pelin dreadnoughts whose raids have terrified Lon- 
don. But there must always be a beginning, and 
in this single new balloon the exponents of pre- 
paredness may take heart, considering it as the 
precursor of other larger ones to come. 

America’s first naval airship has been virtually 
completed in the shops of an aircraft manufacturing 
plant at New Haven. It will be assembled soon at 
the Portamouth Navy Yard, where the Government 
aeronautical experts will decide whether it fulfills 
the specifications. If so, it will be. delivered at 
the floating hangar which is building at Pensacola, 
and which will be the airship’s permanent harbor. 
The craft is 175 feet long; jts maximum height is 
50 feet, and its greatest beam is 35 feet, increas- 
ing, when the fins are attached, to 50 feet.. The vol-

beginning and will serve as a 
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valloonette has a capacity of 15.000 cubic feet. 
The dead weight of the machine is specified at 4000 
pounds, while the lifting capacity is 7800 pounds, leav- 
ing the carrying capacity in the vicinity of 3800 pounds 
of useful load. 

The dirigible is to be driven by a 150-horsepower 
motor, through two four-blade propellers. The maximum 
speed is specified at between 25 and 35 miles an hour, 
and this can be maintained for a period of five hours 
The dirigible will be capable of rising to a height of 
5000 feet. 

What armament the dirigible will carry has not been 
revealed, but her capacity of nearly two tons of useful 
.load points to the possibility of her being equipped with 
a store of high-explosive bombs and perhaps a machine 
gun or so. | 

However, from the information that is available, the 
-eraft is designed mostly as a training ship, on which 
Officers and men will receive practice for the work 
which is to come when larger airships are built. Plans 


for the first of these, to be twice as large as the one 
now completed, have already been drawn. 

Dirigible balloons have been familiar in the country 
for years, but they were all toys, carrying usually only 
one passenger, and used for exhibition purposes at fairs 
and the like. It required the great European conflict 
to d@mpress upon this country the fact that the dirigible 
‘alid@m is an indispensable arm in modern warfare. 
in view of our backwardness in aerial matters, it ig 
‘nteresting to recall that Count Zeppelin, as the Ger 
nan military attache with the Federal troops during 
the Civil War, learned the lessons which he was after. 
wards to use in carrying the science of aerial warfare. 
as regards lighter-than-air craft, to its present develop 
ment. 

That America has made only the smallest of begin- 
nings is apparent when one considers the advancement 
Germany has made. Just how many war dirigibles the 
Kaiser has may not be known, but several months ago 
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the factory at Friedrichshafen, with 2000 emploves, 
was able to,turn out one every 11 weeks, and that 
capacity probably has been increased by this time. 

Even before the war, Germany had built military 
dirigibles that would carry from eight to twelve men 
and its latest goliaths can carry 40 men and officers 
and two tons of explosives. Flying at an altitude 
of 2000 feet, they can go 1000 miles in 24 hours. 
For patrol work at less speed they can remain 
aloft for several days. 

If it be assumed that the average weight of 
each man it carries, is 150 pounds, the larger Ger- 
man balloons can carry a load of 12,000 pounds to 
a height sufficient for all practical purposes, can 
fly 500 miles, set off its explosives where they will 
do the most business and get back home again 
between noon of one day and noon of the next. 

For short spurts, some of the more powerful 
ones can attain a speed of about 70 miles an hour. 
Moreover, the bigger one is, the higher it can fly 
and height is a great desideratum in these days of 
high angle anti-aircraft guns. Some of these guns, it 
is true, have a range of 20,000 feet and the Zeppelin 
cannot. get much higher than 7500 feet. But at 
that height and moving rapidly it is rather more 
elusive than one of those ball targets kept up by 
jets of water in some target galleries. 

At the same time, it must be remembered that 
the military importance of dirigibles is probably 
overestimated. Certainly the lessons of the Eu- 
ropean war have showed an almost complete failure 
on their part to demonstrate what was expected of 
them. Within the last year Germany has lost more 
than 17 Zeppelins, all built at high cost. To balance 
this there is little more achievement on record 
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than efficient scout service and even this has been 
surpassed by the scouting of the lighter, fleeter 
and less expensive aeroplane. 

In theory a machine that can carry 40 men, two tons 
of bombs and fiy 1000 miles continuously ought to be a 
deadly weapon. : But the Zeppelin is almost entirely 
prevented from daylight attacks because of its bulk and 
its unwieldiness when counter attacked by aeroplanes. 
At- night, a reasonably sufficient defense is in keeping 
a city dark, for when the pilot is 2000 feet or more in 
the air, over a strange country with all landmarks ob- 
iterated, he cannot expect any reasonable certainty of 
laim. A few months ago a British official report said 
that not a single military casualty had happened in 
England as a result of Zeppelin raids. 

However, the Germans have remained confident that 
the Zeppelin is to demonstrate its supremacy in the air, 
and, instead of being discouraged, are building larger 
and faster ones all the time. Their greatest problems 
shave been to attain the needed control when the load is 
suddenly lightened by the discharge of a bomb.
